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DIVISION CONTRACT

General Provisions

GENERAL

This contract is for traffic signal installation or upgrade, traffic signal detector loops, and lead-in
cable on an as-needed basis in Alleghany, Ashe, Avery, Caldwell, Surry, Watauga, Wilkes, and
Y adkin Counties in Division Eleven.

The quantities shown in the itemized proposal for the project are considered to be approximate
only and are given as the basis for comparison of bids. The Department of Transportation may
increase or decrease the quantity of any item or portion of the work as may be deemed necessary
or expedient. Anincrease or decrease in the quantity of any item will not be regarded as sufficient
ground for an increase or decrease in the unit prices, nor in the time allowed for the completion of
the work, except as provided for the contract.

The Contractor shall note that the contract quantities provided are used solely for determining the
lowest responsible bidder. Actua Item Quantities will vary and will be determined based upon
the amount of repairs required. No minimum amount of work is guaranteed under this contract.

All work and materials shall be in accordance with the provisions of the General Guidelines of this
contract, the Project Special Provisions, the 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation
Standard Specifications for Roads and Structures, the 2012 North Carolina Department of
Transportation Roadway Standards Drawings, the National Electric Code, the National Electric
Safety Code, and the current edition of the Manual of Uniform Traffic Control Devices

CONTRACT TIME AND LIQUIDATED DAMAGES

This contract shall be effective June 1, 2014. Work requests will be made on an as-needed
basis; therefore each request will have its own date of availability and required completion
date.

All work will be done at the request of the Division Traffic Engineer. Notification will be made
via fax, emalil or letter and will include the location of the work and a description of the work to
be performed. The Contractor may be required to work at multiple locations during the same
time period. Each notification will be considered a separate and independent project.

An intermediate contract time of ten (10) working days from notification will apply to the
installation of traffic signal detector loops and lead-in cables. In the event that the Contractor fails
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to complete the installation within ten (10) working days, liquidated damages in the amount of
One Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($150.00) per work day per work request, or portion
thereof, per work request, will be deducted from the monies due to the Contractor.

An intermediate contract time of twenty (20) working days from notification will apply to the
installation or upgrade of traffic signal, work request which include more than traffic signa
detector loops and lead-in cable. In the event that the Contractor fails to complete the installation
within twenty (20) working days, liquidated damages in the amount of One Hundred and Fifty
Dollars ($150.00) per work day per work request, or portion thereof, per work request, will
be deducted from the monies due to the Contractor.

An intermediate contract time of forty (40) working days from notification will apply to the
installation or upgrade of traffic signal which include the installation of state furnished metal pole.
In the event that the Contractor fails to complete the installation within forty (40) working days,
liquidated damages in the amount of One Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($150.00) per work day
per work request, or portion thereof, per work request, will be deducted from the monies due
to the Contractor.

Emergency traffic signal work must begin within four (4) hours of notification by NCDOT
and be completed as soon as possible. Failure to be on site within the four-hour period will
result in liquidated damages in the amount of One Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($150.00) per
hour or portion thereof, will be deducted from the monies due to the Contractor.

No extensions will be authorized except as authorized by Article 108-10 of the Sandard
Specifications.

No work will be permitted and no contract will be executed until all required bonds and
prerequisite conditions and certifications have been satisfied.

TERM OF THE CONTRACT

The contractor shall submit his bid for one year. At the option of the Department, this contract
may be extended two (2) additional periods of one (1) year each (maximum of three (3) years
total). The unit bid price will be increased by five (5) percent for each one-year extension. No
changes in the terms, conditions, etc. of this contract will be made when an extension of the
contract is implemented. The Engineer will notify the Contractor in writing by April 1, 2015 if
the contract may be extended. The Contractor must notify the Engineer in writing by April 15,
2015 of his acceptance or regjection of this offer. Failure on the part of the Contractor to reply
will be received as aregjection of contract extension.

The period covered by this contract will be from June 1, 2014 until May 31, 2015.



INTERMEDIATE CONTRACT TIME NUMBER ONE AND LIQUIDATED DAMAGES

The Contractor shall complete the required work of installing, maintaining, and removing the
traffic control devices for lane closures and restoring traffic to the original traffic pattern. The
Contractor shall not close or narrow a lane of traffic on all routes during the following time
restrictions:

DAY AND TIME RESTRICTIONS

*Monday through Friday from 7:00 A.M. to 9:00 A.M.
and/or
*Monday through Friday from 4:00 P.M. to 6:00 P.M.

In addition, the Contractor shall not close or narrow a lane of traffic on any routes, detain and/or

alter the traffic flow on or during holidays, holiday weekends, specia events, or any other time
when traffic is unusually heavy, including the following schedules:

HOLIDAY AND HOLIDAY WEEKEND LANE CLOSURE RESTRICTIONS

1. For unexpected occurrence that creates unusually high traffic volumes, as directed by the
Engineer.

2. For New Year's Day, between the hours of 3:00 P.M. December 31st and 9:00 A.M.
January 2nd. If New Year's Day is on a Friday, Saturday, Sunday or Monday, then until 9:00
A.M. thefollowing Tuesday.

3. For Martin Luther King Jr Day, between the hours of 3:00 P.M. Friday and 9:00 A.M.
Tuesday.

4. For Easter, between the hours of 3:00 P.M. Thursday and 9:00 A.M. Monday.
5. For Memorial Day, between the hours of 3:00 P.M. Friday and 9:00 A.M. Tuesday.

6. For Independence Day, between the hours of 3:00 P.M. the Thursday before the week of
Independence Day and 9:00 A.M. the following Tuesday after the week of Independence

Day.
7. For Labor Day, between the hours of 3:00 P.M. Friday and 9:00 A.M. Tuesday.

8. For Veteran's Day, between the hours of 3:00 P.M. the day before and 9:00 A.M. the day
after.

9. For Thanksgiving Day, between the hours of 3:00 P.M. Tuesday and 9:00 A.M . Monday.



10. For Christmas, between the hours of 3:00 P.M. the Friday before the week of Christmas
Day and 9:00 A.M. the following Tuesday after the week of Christmas Day.

Holidays and holiday weekends shall include New Year's, Martin Luther King Jr. Day, Easter,
Memorial Day, Independence Day, Labor Day, Veteran's Day, Thanksgiving, and Christmas. The
Contractor shall schedule his work so that lane closures are not required during these periods,
unless otherwise directed by the Engineer.

The time of availability for this intermediate contract work shall be the time the Contractor begins
to install all traffic control devices for lane closures according to the time restrictions listed herein.

The Contractor's operations are restricted to daylight hours. No work may be performed
on Saturdays, Sundays and Official State Holidays. Work shall only be performed when
weather and visibility conditions allow safe operations.

The completion time for this intermediate contract work shall be the time the Contractor is
required to complete the removal of al traffic control devices for lane closures according to the
time restrictions stated herein and place traffic in the original traffic pattern. Failure to comply
with any of the requirements for safety and traffic control of this contract shall result in
suspension of work as provided in Subarticle 108-7(B) of the 2012 Standard Specifications.

Thisprovision does not apply to Emergency Traffic Signal Work.

Theliquidated damages are Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) per hour.

None of the itemsincluded in this contract will be major items.

PREPARATION AND SUBMISSION OF BIDS

The entire bid proposal package, properly signed and executed, must be returned in order for the
bid to be consdered as responsive.

CONTRACT PAYMENT AND PERFORMANCE BOND

A performance bond in the amount of one hundred percent (100%) of the contract amount,
conditioned upon the faithful performance of the contract in accordance with specifications and
conditions of the contract is required for Construction contracts of $500,000.00 or more. Such
bond shall be solely for the protection of the North Carolina Department of Transportation and
the State of North Carolina

A payment bond in the amount of one hundred percent (100%) of the contract amount,
conditioned upon the prompt payment for all labor or materials for which the Contractor, or his
subcontractors, is liable is required for Construction contracts greater than $500,000.00. The
payment bond shall be solely for the protection of persons or firms furnishing materials or
performing labor for this contract for which the Contractor is liable.

The successful bidder, within fourteen (14) days after notice of award, shal provide the

Department with a contract payment bond and a contract performance bond each in an amount
egual to 100 percent of the amount of the contract.
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WORKMEN'SCOMPENSATION INSURANCE

The contractor shall defend, indemnify and hold harmless the North Carolina Department of
Transportation, its officers and employees from any claim, demand, suit, liability, judgment and
expense (including attorney’s fees and other costs of litigation) arising out of or relating to injury,
disease, or death of persons or damage to or loss of property resulting from or in connection with
the negligent performance of this contract by the contractor, its agents, employees, and
subcontractors or any one for whom the contractor may be responsible. The obligations,
indemnities and liabilities assumed by the contractor under this paragraph shall not extend to any
liability caused by the negligence of the Department of Transportation or its employees. The
contractor’s liability shall not be limited by any provisions or limits of insurance set forth in this
contract.

The contractor shall indemnify and hold harmless the Department of Transportation from any
clam, demand, suit, liability, judgment, and expense involving damage or loss to the contractor’s
equipment (including vandalism, theft, fire and acts of God) arising out of or relating to work
performed under this agreement. The obligations, indemnities and liabilities assumed by the
contractor under this paragraph shall not extend to any liability caused by the negligence of the
Department of Transportation or its employees. The contractor’s liability shall not be limited by
any provisions or limits of insurance set forth in this contract.

The contractor further agrees to indemnify the Department of Transportation for any damages to
the roadway, highway signs, highway equipment and other property owned or in possession of the
Department of Transportation, brought about by reason of the negligent operation of the leased
equipment. The contractor further agrees to indemnify and save harmless the Department of
Transportation, its officers and employees from any claims or amounts recovered by any of the
contractor’s employees under the Worker’s Compensation Act.

Pursuant to N.C.G.S. 8§ 97-19, all contractors of the Department of Transportation are, prior to
beginning services, required to show proof of coverage issued by a workers compensation
insurance carrier, or a certificate of compliance issued by the Department of Insurance for self-
insured subcontractors stating that it has complied with N.C.G.S. § 97-93 irrespective of whether
subcontractors have regularly in service fewer than three employees in the same business within
the Sate of North Carolina, and subcontractors shall be hereinafter liable under the Workers
Compensation Act for payment of compensation and other benefits to its employees for any
injury or death due to an accident arising out of and in the course of performance of the work
insured by the subcontractor.

Proof of insurance shall be furnished to the Engineer prior to beginning work.

CONTRACTOR'SLICENSES

The contractor shall be required to hold the proper license to perform the electrical work of this
contract, in accordance with article 4 of Chapter 87 of the Genera Statutes (Licensing of
Electrical Contractors).
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SUBLETTING OF CONTRACT

The Contractor shall not sublet, sell, transfer, assign or otherwise dispose of this contract or any
portion thereof; or his right, title, or interest therein; without written consent of the Engineer.
Subletting of this contract or any portion of the contract shall conform to the requirements of
Article of 108-6 of the 2012 Standard Specifications.

DEFAULT OF CONTRACT

The Department of Transportation shall have the right to declare a default of contract for breach
by the Contractor of any material term or condition of the contract. Default of contract shall be in
accordance with the terms, conditions, and procedures of Article 108-9 of the 2012 Sandard
Specifications.

PARTIAL PAYMENT

The Contractor may submit a request for payment at the end of each work request.
Compensation for all pay items shall be in accordance with the Standard Specifications. One
hundred percent (100%) payment shall be made after successful completion of the work as
verified by the final inspection.

Requests for payment can be made on the form furnished to the Contractor by the Department of
Trangportation. The form shall be completely and legibly filled out with all appropriate
information supplied and shall be signed by an authorized representative of the Contractor.

All invoice items and unit costs shall correspond to contract pay items. In the event of error or
discrepancy in items or unit costs, the Department may return the invoice to the contractor for
correction. Invoices must be "electronically scanned” by our office and the image is transmitted to
the Purchasing Unit to verify payment. To avoid confusion and delay of payments each invoice
should have a Unigue Invoice Number, i.e. 1, 2, 3---. In addition, the invoice should be
positively identified and associated with the Purchase Order by including the Purchase Order
Number on the Invoice.

Minority Business Enterprise (MBE), Women's Business Enterprise (WBE) and/or Disadvantage
Business Enterprise (DBE) participation shall be listed on the appropriate form (DBE-IS) and
shall accompany all requests for payment. If there is no participation the word “None’ or the
figure “ 0" shall be entered. Requests for payment will not be processed without the submission of
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the DBE-IS form. One hundred percent (100%) payment shall be made after successful
completion of the work as verified by the final inspection.

RETAINAGE AND PROMPT PAYMENT

Prompt Payment of Monies Due Subcontractors, Second Tier Subcontractors and Material
Suppliers and Release of Retainage

Contractors at al levels, prime, subcontractor, or second tier contractor, shall within seven
calendar days of receipt of monies, resulting from work performed on the project or services
rendered, pay subcontractors, second tier subcontractors, or material suppliers, as appropriate.
This seven-day period begins upon knowledgeable receipt by the contracting firm obligated to
make a subsequent periodic or final payment. These prompt payment requirements will be met if
each firm mails the payment to the next level firm by evidence of postmark within the seven-day
period.

This provision for prompt payment shall be incorporated into each subcontract or second tier
subcontract issued for work performed on the project or for services provided.

The Contractor may withhold up to 3% retainage if any subcontractor does not obtain a payment
and performance bond for their portion of the work. If any retainage is held on subcontractors, all
retainage shall be released within seven calendar days of satisfactory completion of all work. For
the purpose of release of retainage, satisfactory completion is defined as completion of all physical
elements and corresponding documentation as defined in the contract, as well as agreement
between the parties as to the final quantities for al work performed in the subcontract. The
Department will provide internal controlsto expedite the determination and processing of the final
quantities for the satisfactorily completed subcontract portions of the project.

Failure of any entity to make prompt payment as defined herein may result in (1) withholding of
money due to that entity in the next partial payment until such assurances are made satisfactory to
this provision; or (2) removal of an approved contractor from the prequalified bidders list or the
removal of other entities from the approved subcontractors list.

MANDATORY SUBCONTRACTOR INFORMATION

The Contractor is to provide a list of all proposed subcontractors he or she plans to use on this
project. This list shall include all subcontractors that will be used, not only MBE, WBE or DBE
firms. Only pre-approved subcontractors that are registered with the NCDOT may be used. A
listing of all contractors (prime or subcontractor) may be found at the following website:

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If the proposed subcontractor cannot fulfill their obligation and a substitute must be used, then an
appropriate form for the replacement subcontractor must delivered to the administrating officer
before the new subcontractor is used.

Failure to provide this information (regardless of any goals in contract) may result in the
contract being awarded to another contractor.

AVAILIBILITY OF FUNDS—TERMINATION OF CONTRACTS

General Satute 143C-6-11. (h) Highway Appropriation is hereby incorporated verbatim in this
contract as follows:

(h) Amounts Encumbered. — Transportation project appropriations may be encumbered in the
amount of allotments made to the Department of Transportation by the Director for the estimated
payments for transportation project contract work to be performed in the appropriation fiscal
year. The alotments shall be multiyear allotments and shall be based on estimated revenues and
shall be subject to the maximum contract authority contained in General Satute 143C-6-11(c).
Payment for transportation project work performed pursuant to contract in any fiscal year other
than the current fiscal year is subject to appropriations by the General Assembly. Transportation
project contracts shall contain a schedule of estimated completion progress, and any acceleration
of this progress shall be subject to the approval of the Department of Transportation provided
funds are available. The State reserves the right to terminate or suspend any transportation
project contract, and any transportation project contract shall be so terminated or suspended if
funds will not be available for payment of the work to be performed during that fiscal year
pursuant to the contract. In the event of termination of any contract, the contractor shall be given
a written notice of termination at least 60 days before completion of scheduled work for which
funds are available. In the event of termination, the contractor shall be paid for the work already
performed in accordance with the contract specifications.

Payment will be made on any contract terminated pursuant to the specia provision in accordance

with Article 108-13(E), of the North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard
Specifications for Roads and Structures, dated January 2012.

LEGAL RELATIONSAND RESPONSIBILITY TO PUBLIC

Lawsto be Observed

In accordance with 107-1 of the Standard Specifications, The Contractor shall keep himself fully
informed of all Federal and State laws, all local laws, ordinances, and regulations, and all orders
and decreed of bodies or tribunals having any jurisdiction or authority which may in any manner
affect those engaged or employed in the work, or which in any way affect the conduct of the
work. He shall a al times observe and comply with all such laws, ordinances, regulations,
orders, and decrees; and shall indemnify and hold harmless the Board of Transportation and the
Department of Transportation and their agents and employees from any claim or liability arising
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from or based on the violation of any such law, ordinance, regulations, order, or decree, by the
Contractor or by his agents and employees.

Responsbility For Damage Claims

In accordance with 107-14 of the Standard Specifications, The Contractor shal indemnify and
save harmless the Board of Transportation and its members and the Department of Transportation
and its officers, agents, and employees from all suits, actions, or claims of any character brought
for any injury or damages received or sustained by any person, persons, or property by reason of
any act of the Contractor, Subcontractor, its agents or employees, in the performance of the
contract.

Safety and Accident Protection

In accordance with 107-21 of the Standard Specifications, The Contractor shall comply with all
applicable Federal, State, and local laws, ordinances, and regulations governing safety, heath, and
sanitation, and shall provide all safeguards, safety devices, and protective equipment, and shall
take any other needed actions, on his own responsibility that are reasonably necessary to protect
the life and health of employees on the job and the safety of the public, and to protect property in
connection with the performance of the work covered by the contract.

BANKRUPTCY

The Department of Transportation, at its option, may terminate the contract upon the filing by the
contractor of any petition for protection under the provisions of the Federal Bankruptcy Act.

EXTENSION OF CONTRACT TIME

Failure on the part of the Contractor to furnish bonds or certifications or to satisfy preliminary
requirements necessary to issue the purchase order will not constitute grounds for extension of
the contract time. |f the Contractor has fulfilled all preliminary requirements for the issuance of a
purchase order, and the purchase order authorization is not available by the date of availability,
the Contractor shall be granted an extension equal to the number of calendar days the purchase
order authorization is delayed after the date of availahility.

CLAIMSFOR ADDITIONAL COMPENSATION OR EXTENSION OF TIME

Any claims for additional compensation and/or extensions of the completion date shal be
submitted to the Division Engineer with detailed justification within thirty (30) days after receipt
of the fina invoice payment. The failure of the Contractor to submit the clam(s) within thirty
days shal be a bar to recovery.
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CONTRACTOR CLAIM SUBMITTAL FORM

If the Contractor elects to file awritten claim or requests an extension of contract time, it shall be
submitted on the Contractor Claim Submittal Form (CCSF) available through the Construction
Unit or http://ncdot.org/doh/operations/dp _chief _eng/constructionunit/formsmanuals/.

SUBSURFACE INFORMATION

There is no subsurface information available on this project. The Contractor shall make his own
investigation of subsurface conditions.

PROSECUTION AND PROGRESS

The Contractor will be required to prosecute the work in a continuous and uninterrupted manner
from the time he begins the work until completion and final acceptance of the project. The
contractor will not be permitted to suspend his operations except for reasons beyond his control
except where the Engineer has authorized a suspension of the contractor's operations in writing.

The Contractor shall pursue the work diligently with workmen in sufficient numbers, abilities, and
supervision, and with equipment, materials, and methods of construction as may be required to
complete the work described in the contract by the completion date and in accordance with
Section 108 of the Sandard Specifications.

In the event that the Contractor's operations are suspended in violation of the above provisions,
the sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) will be charged the Contractor for each and every
calendar day that such suspension takes place. The said amount is hereby agreed upon as
liquidated damages due to extra engineering and maintenance costs and due to increased public
hazard resulting from a suspension of the work. Liquidated damages chargeable due to
suspension of the work will be additional to any liquidated damages that may become chargeable
due to failure to complete the work on time.

No work shall be performed on Saturdays, Sundays, and Official State Holidays. Work shall
only be performed when weather and visibility conditions allow safe operations. The Contractor
shall not close any lane or obstruct traffic in any way during the time restrictions shown in
Intermediate Contract Time and Liquidated Damages Provision contained on pages 7 and 8 of the
Contract Proposal. Failure to comply with any of the requirements for safety and traffic control of
this contract shall result in suspension of work as provided in Article 108-7 of the Sandard
Specifications.

TEMPORARY SUSPENSION OF WORK

In accordance with Article 108-7 of the 2012 Standard Specifications, the Engineer will have the
authority to suspend the work wholly or in part, any written order for such periods as he may
deem necessary for any of the following reasons.
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1. Conditions considered unfavorable for the suitable prosecution of the work, or

The Contractor’ s failure for correct conditions unsafe for workmen or the general public, or

3. The Contractor has not carried out orders given to him by the Engineer, or

4. The Contractor’sfailure to perform any provisions of the contract.

No extension of the completion date will be allowed for the above suspensions except as may be

provided for in Article 108-10.

AUTHORITY OF THE ENGINEER

The Engineer for this project shall be the Divison Engineer, Division 11, Division of Highways,
North Carolina Department of Transportation, acting directly or through his duly authorized
representatives.

The Engineer will decide all questions which may arise as to the quality and acceptability of work
performed and as to the rate of progress of the work; al questions which may arise as to the
interpretation of the contract; and all questions as to the acceptable fulfillment of the contract on
the part of the Contractor. His decision shall be final and he shall have executive authority to
enforce and make effective such decisions and orders as the Contractor fails to carry out

promptly.

APPROVAL OF PERSONNEL

The State shall have the right to approve or reject the project engineer and other supervisory
personnel, assigned to a project.

The Engineers or any subcontractor for the Engineers which are employed to provide engineering
services for this project shall not engage the services of any person or persons, now in the
employment of the State during the time of this Agreement, without written consent of the State.

In the event of engagement, the Engineers or their subcontractors shall restrict such person or
persons from working on any of the Engineers contracted projects in which the person or
persons were formerly involved while employed by the State. This restriction period shall be for
the duration of the contracted project with which the person or persons was involved.
“Involvement” shall be defined as active participation in any of the following activities:

» Drafting the contract;

» Defining the scope of the contract;

» Selection of the Engineers firm for services;

» Negotiation of the cost of the contract (including calculating man-hours or fees); and
* Administration of the contract.
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An exception to these terms may be granted when recommended by the Secretary and approved
by the Board of Transportation. Failure to comply with the terms stated above in this section shall
be grounds for termination of this contract.

SUPERVISION BY CONTRACTOR

At all times during the life of the project the Contractor shall provide one permanent employee
who shall have the authority and capability for overall responsibility of the project and who shall
be personally available at the work site within 24 hours notice.  Such employee shall be fully
authorized to conduct al business with the subcontractors, to negotiate and execute all
supplemental agreements, and to execute the orders or directions of the Engineer.

At all times that work is actually being performed, the Contractor shall have present on the
project one competent individual who is authorized to act in a supervisory capacity over al work
on the project, including work subcontracted. The individual who has been so authorized shall be
experienced in the type of work being performed and shall be fully capable of managing, directing,
and coordinating the work; of reading and thoroughly understanding the contract; and receiving
and carrying out directions from the Engineer or his authorized representatives. He shall be an
employee of the Contractor unless otherwise approved by the Engineer.

The Contractor may, at his option, designate one employee to meet the requirements of both

positions. However, whenever the designated employee is absent from the work site, an
authorized individual qualified to act in a supervisory capacity on the project shall be present.

CONTRACTOR PERSONNEL

The Department will not be responsible in any way to the Contractor's personnel for damages,
destruction or loss, from any cause, to the Contractor's equipment, supplies, materials or tools or
the personal property of the Contractor's personnel. The Contractor will be responsible for all
repairs, regardless of cost, resulting from the negligence of the Contractor or Contractor's
employees. The Department will not participate in the cost of such repairs.

INSPECTION

All work shall be subject to inspection by the Engineer at any time. Routinely, the Engineer will
make periodic inspections of the completed work. It will be the responsibility of the Contractor
to keep the Engineer informed of his proposed work plan and to submit written reports of work
accomplished on a frequency to be determined by the Engineer.
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MATERIALSAND TESTING

The Engineer reserves the right to perform all sampling and testing in accordance with Section
106 of the Standard Specifications and the Department's "Materials and Test Manual." However
the Engineer may reduce the frequency of sampling and testing where he deems it appropriate for
the project under construction.

The Contractor shall furnish the applicable certifications and documentation for al materials as

required by the Standard Specifications. Material that is not properly certified will not be
accepted.

COOPERATION BETWEEN CONTRACTORS

The Contractor's attention is directed to Article 105-7 of the 2012 Standard Specifications.
The Contractor on this project shall cooperate with Contractor(s) and state forces working within

or adjacent to the limits of this project to the extent that the work can be carried out to the best
advantage of al concerned.

PLAN, DETAIL AND QUANTITY ADJUSTMENTS

The Department reserves the right to make, at any time during the progress of the work, such
dterations in plans or the details of construction as may be found necessary or desirable by the
Engineer to complete the project.

OUTSOURCING OUTSIDE THE USA

All work on consultant contracts, services contracts, and construction contracts shall be
performed in the United States of America. No work shall be outsourced outside of the United
States of America

Outsourcing for the purpose of this provision is defined as the practice of subcontracting labor,
work, services, staffing, or personnel to entities located outside of the United States.

The North Carolina Secretary of Transportation shall approve exceptions to this provision in
writing.

DOMESTIC STEEL AND IRON PRODUCTS

All steel and iron products which are permanently incorporated into this project shall be produced
in the United States except minimal amounts of foreign steel and iron products may be used
provided the combined project cost of the bid items involved does not exceed one-tenth of one
percent (0.1 percent) of the total amount bid for the entire project or $2,500.00, whichever is
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greater. This minimal amount of foreign produced steel and iron products permitted for use by
this Special Provision is not applicable to fasteners. Domestically produced fasteners are required
for this project.

All steel and iron products furnished as "domestic products’ shall be melted, cast, formed, shaped,
drawn, extruded, forged, fabricated, produced, or otherwise processed and manufactured in the
United States. Raw materials including pig iron and processed pelletized and reduced iron ore
used in manufacturing "domestic" steel products may be imported; however, al manufacturing
processes to produce the products, including coatings, must occur in the United States.

Before each steel or iron product is incorporated into this project or included for partial payment
on a monthly estimate, the Contractor shall furnish the Resident Engineer a notarized certification
certifying that the product conforms to the above requirements of this Special Provision. The
Resident Engineer will forward a copy of each certification to the Materials and Tests Unit.

Each purchase order issued by the Contractor or a subcontractor for steel and iron products to be
permanently incorporated into this project shal contain in bold print a statement advising the
supplier that all manufacturing processes to produce the stedl or iron shall have occurred in the
United States. The Contractor and all affected subcontractors shall maintain a separate file for
steel products permanently incorporated into this project so that verification of the Contractor's
efforts to purchase "domestic" steel and iron products can readily be verified by an authorized
representative of the Department or the Federal Highway Administration.

LOCATING EXISTING UNDERGROUND UTILITIES

Revise the 2012 Standard Specifications as follows:
Page 1-43, Article 105-8, line 28, after thefirst sentence, add the following:
|dentify excavation locations by means of pre-marking with white paint, flags, or stakes or

provide a specific written description of the location in the locate request.

UTILITY CONFLICTS

It shall be the responsibility of the Contractor to contact all affected utility owners and determine
the precise locations of all utilities prior to beginning construction. Utility owners shall be
contacted a minimum of 48 hours prior to the commencement of operations. Specia care shall be
used in working around or near existing utilities, protecting them when necessary to provide
uninterrupted service. In the event that any utility service is interrupted, the Contractor shall
notify the utility owner immediately and shall cooperate with the owner, or his representative, in
the restoration of service in the shortest time possible. Existing fire hydrants shall be kept
accessible to fire departments at all times.
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The Contractor shal adhere to all applicable regulations and follow accepted safety procedures
when working in the vicinity of utilities in order to insure the safety of construction personnel and
the public.

GIFTSFROM VENDORS AND CONTRACTORS

By Executive Order 24, issued by Governor Perdue, and N.C. G.S.8 133-32, it is unlawful for any
vendor or contractor (i.e. architect, bidder, contractor, construction manager, design professional,
engineer, landlord, offeror, seller, subcontractor, supplier, or vendor), to make gifts or to give favors to
any State employee of the Governor’s Cabinet Agencies (i.e. Administration, Commerce, Correction,
Crime Control and Public Safety, Cultural Resources, Environment and Natural Resources, Health and
Human Services, Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention, Revenue, Transportation, and the
Office of the Governor).

Form" will be considered incidental in nature and no further compensation will be made.
Any work performed in an unsatisfactory manner could be basis for cancellation of the
contract.

4. The work covered in this contract consists of installing poles, messenger cables, electrical
wires, signal heads, flasher heads, rigid conduits, controller cabinets, meter services,
concrete for base mounted cabinets, traffic signal loops, junction boxes, trenching, and all
related hardware necessary to revise existing, or install new traffic signals and related
equipment.

5. Verify that existing traffic signal equipment is in satisfactory working order before
beginning work at a signalized intersection. Report all defective traffic signal equipment
to the Engineer before beginning work at a signalized intersection so as not to be held
responsible for existing defects.

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E-VERIFY COMPLIANCE

Contractors and subcontractors shall comply with the E-Verify requirements of N.C.G.S. Chapter
64, Article 2. Contractors are directed to review the foregoing laws. By signing this bid, any
awarded Contractor certifies its compliance with the E-Verify requirements and will do so on a
periodic basis thereafter as may be required by the Department.

These estimated
amounts are submitted to assist contractors in the bidding process. Estimated quantities are not
to be regarded as actual requirements. The State shall not be obligated to purchase any specific
quantity.

PRECONSTRUCTION CONFERENCE

Following the award of a contract and prior to beginning work, the Contractor shall contact
Chris Brown, Deputy Divison Traffic Engineer at (336) 667-9111, to arrange a Pre-
construction conference. The project superintendent is required to attend the Pre-construction
conference.

NOTIFICATION OF OPERATIONS

The Contractor shall notify the Engineer at least two working days in advance of beginning work
on this project. If the Contractor leaves the job, he shal provide a 48-hour notice prior to
returning to the job. The Contractor shall give the Engineer sufficient notice of all operations for
any sampling, inspection or acceptance testing required.

The Contractor's operations are restricted to daylight hours. Work shall only be performed when
weather and visibility conditions allow safe operations.
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HOURS OF WORK

The Contractor's operations are restricted to daylight hours. No work may be performed on
Saturdays, Sundays, and Official State Holidays unless approved by the Engineer. Work shall
only be performed when weather and visibility conditions allow safe operations. The Contractor
shall not close any lane or obstruct traffic in any way during the time restrictions shown in
Intermediate Contract Time and Liquidated Damages Provision contained on pages 7 and 8 of the
Contract Proposal.

DRIVEWAYSAND PRIVATE PROPERTY

The Contractor shall maintain access to driveways for all residents and property owners
throughout the life of the contract. The Contractor shall not perform work for private citizens or
agencies in conjunction with this project or within the project limits of this contract.

MOBILIZATION

The contractor will be notified of the required “Traffic Signal Work” by the Engineer and shall
begin work within the designated time frames as specified elsewhere in this contract after
notification or as determined by the Engineer. Failure to respond within the designated time
frame or as approved by the Engineer may result in cancellation of this contract.

No direct payment will be made for Mobilization as it shall be considered incidental to
other bid itemsin this contract.

EMERGENCY MOBILIZATION

TRAFFIC CONTROL AND WORK ZONE SAFETY

The Contractor shal maintain traffic during construction and shall provide, install, and maintain
al traffic control devices in accordance with these project guidelines, the Project Special
Provisions, 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for
Roads and Structures, 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Roadway Standards
Drawings, and the current edition of the MUTCD.

The Contractor's attention is directed to Section 1101.01 of the 2012 North Carolina Department
of Transportation Roadway Standards Drawings. The Contractor shall utilize complete and
proper traffic control and traffic control devices during all operations. All traffic control and
traffic control devices required for any operation shall be functional and in place prior to the
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commencement of that operation. Signs for temporary operations shall be removed during
periods of inactivity. The Contractor is required to leave the project in a manner that will be safe
to the traveling public and which will not impede motorists.

Traffic movements through lane closures on roads with two-way traffic shall be controlled by
flaggers stationed at each end of the work zone. In situations where sight distance is limited, the
Contractor shal provide additional means of controlling traffic, including, but not limited to, two-
way radios, pilot vehicles, or additional flaggers. Flaggers shal be competent personne,
adequately trained in flagging procedures, and furnished with proper safety devices and
equipment, including, but not limited to, safety vests and stop/slow paddles.

All personnel when working in traffic areas or areas in close proximity to traffic shall wear an
approved safety vest, or shirt or jacket which meets the color requirements of the MUTCD.

The Contractor shall comply with all applicable Federal, State, and local laws, ordinances, and
regulations governing safety, health, and sanitation, and shall provide all safeguards, safety
devices, and protective equipment, and shall take any other needed actions, on his own
responsibility that are reasonably necessary to protect the life and health of employees on the job
and the safety of the public, and to protect property in connection with the performance of the
work covered by the contract.

Failure to comply with any of the requirements for safety and traffic control of this contract shall
result in suspension of work as provided in Subarticle 108-7 of the Standard Specifications.

No direct payment shall be made for traffic control and work zone signing items, as they
shall be considered incidental to other contract items,

ELECTRICAL CODESAND INSPECTION

All Contractor-supplied electrical materials and all electrical work performed on the project shall
meet the latest requirements of the National Electric Code, the National Electrical Safety Code,
the 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and
Structures, and all applicable local ordinances. The Contractor shall comply with the Traffic
Signal Plans, all prior referenced specifications, and all applicable local ordinances and regulations
prior to beginning and during all stages of electrical work. The Contractor shall obtain all permits
and licenses required by state and local governmental agencies having jurisdiction over the same.
The Contractor shall install meter bases and service disconnects as required by the local utility
company and shall obtain inspection. There shall be no separate payment for providing
electrical service or ingpection, asthisisconsidered incidental to the work being performed.

When required by the local ordinances and governmental agencies, the Contractor, upon
completion of the work, shal have all systems inspected and approved in writing by the
authorized governmental electrical inspector for the area and furnish written certification of the
authorized inspector's approval to the NCDOT Engineer. Inspection by the authorized
governmental electrical inspector shall neither eliminate nor take the place of inspections by
Division of Highways Personnel.
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OBSERVATION PERIOD

The Contractor shall warrant the Contractor-supplied traffic signal materials, equipment, and all
workmanship for a 30-day observation period.

CONTRACTOR-FURNISHED MATERIAL

The Contractor shall furnish, store, deliver, and install all materials necessary to successfully
install or upgrade a traffic signal including meter service if required and concrete for base-
mounted cabinet unless otherwise specified in these Specia Provisions. All material and
equipment furnished by the Contractor shall be new unless otherwise required by the Traffic
Signal Plans or approved by the Engineer.

Furnish the Engineer with three copies of a materials list of the proposed materials for use on the
project. Include three copies of the catalog cuts for all materials with the materials list. Identify
by a reproducible means on the catalog cuts the proposed materials with the line code number.
Material list shall contain the material description, brand name, manufacturer’s address and phone
number, stock number, size, identifying trademark or symbol, and other appropriate ratings to
sufficiently identify the material.

STATE-FURNISHED MATERIALS

The State will furnish al traffic signal heads with hangers, controller cabinets, LED’s, Pedestrian
signal heads, pedestrian push buttons pedestrian signal pedestals, pullboxes, and lane use control
signs for this contract. The material furnished by the State does not include all materials needed
for the successful completion of the work. The Contractor shall install and integrate State-
furnished and Contractor-furnished materials. The Contractor shall pick up State-furnished
meaterials from:

Materials will be picked up Monday through Thursday between the hours of 8:00 AM and 2:00
PM. A notice of two working days will be required prior to the Contractor picking up the
materials. The Contractor shall be responsible for all State-furnished material until such time as
work isinspected and approved by the Department of Transportation.
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METAL STRAIN POLE

General:

Ingtall metal strain poles, grounding systems, and all necessary hardware. The work covered by
this special provision includes requirements for the installation of standard metal traffic signal
supports and associated foundations.

Construction M ethods:

* Ingtall metal poles, hardware, and fittings as shown on the manufacturer’s installation
drawings. Install metal poles so that when the pole is fully loaded it is within 2 degrees of vertical.
Install poles with the manufacturer’s recommended “rake.” Use threaded leveling nuts to
establish rake if required.

» Erect signal supports poles only after concrete has attained a minimum allowable compressive
strength of 3,000 psi. Follow anchor nut-tightening procedures below to complete the installation
of the upright. For further construction methods, see construction methods for Metal Strain Poles,
or Metal Pole with Mast Arm.

» Connect poles to grounding electrodes and bond them to the electrical service grounding
electrodes.

» For holes in the poles used to accommodate cables, install grommets before wiring pole. Do
not cut or split grommets.

Perform repair of damaged galvanizing that complies with the Standard Specifications, Article
1076-7 “Repair of Galvanizing.”

Anchor Nut Tightening Procedure:

Prior toinstallation

Protect the anchor rod threads from damage prior to installation and during instalation. Prior to
installation of the rods in the foundation, turn nuts onto and off the rods, well past the elevation of
the bottom of the leveling nuts. Turn by the effort of one worker using an ordinary wrench
without a cheater bar. Report to the Engineer any thread damage that requires a significant
amount of extra effort to turn any nut.

During installation

1 Place leveling nuts (bottom nuts) on the anchor rods.

2. Place leveling nut washers on top of the anchor rod leveling nuts.

3. Place a rigid template on top of the leveling nuts to check the level of the nuts. If the
anchor nut and washer cannot be brought into firm contact with the template, then use
beveled washers.

4, Verify that the distance between the bottom of the leveling nut and the top of the
concrete foundation is no more than one anchor rod diameter. If an upright is required
to be back-raked, then the distance between the bottom of the leveling nut and the top
of the concrete foundation should be no more than one anchor rod diameter, averaged
over the anchor rod group.

5. Place the base plate and structural element to which it is attached. Place top nut
washers.

Lubricate threads and bearing surfaces of top nuts. Lubricant shall be beeswax, stick
paraffin, or other approved lubricant.

Place top nuts. If the anchor nut and washer cannot be brought into firm contact with
the base plate, then use beveled washers.

Tighten top nuts to snug tight. A snug-tight condition is defined as the washer and nut
being in full contact with the base plate, and the application of the full effort of a
workman on a 12-inch wrench. Turn top nuts in increments following a star pattern
(using at least two full tightening cycles).

To ensure proper pretension, after all top nuts have been brought to snug-tight
condition, repeat the procedure on the leveling nuts. Turn leveling nuts in increments
following a star pattern (using at least two full tightening cycles).

At this point, verify if beveled washers are required. Beveled washers are necessary
under the leveling nut or top nut if any face of the base plate has a ope greater than
1:20 and / or any nut cannot be brought into firm contact with the base plate.

Before further nut turning, mark the reference position of the nut in the snug-tight
condition with a suitable marking (ink or paint that is not water-soluble). Mark on the
corner at the intersection of two flats with a corresponding reference mark on the base
plate at each nut. After tightening, verify the nut rotation.

Achieve pretension by turn-of-nut method. Turn the top nuts to 1/6 of aturn. Do so
inastar pattern using at least two full-tightening cycles.

After installation, ensure that firm contact exists between the anchor rod nuts, washers,
and base plate on any anchor rod installed.

The messenger cable (span wires) or mast arms may be attached to the upright at this
time.

After a period of no less than 4 days, and no more than 2 weeks, and in the presence of
the Engineer, use a torque wrench to verify that a torque at least equal to 600 foot-
pounds is provided on each top nut. For cantilever structures, verify the torque after
erection of the remainder of the structure and any heavy attachments to the structure.

If any top nut torque reveals less than 600 foot-pounds of effort is required to move the
nut, and then tighten the nut to no less than 600 foot-pounds.

Calibrate, at least annually, the torque indicator on the wrench used for tightening the
nuts. Provide the Engineer a certification of such calibration.

Because ingpection or re-tightening of the leveling nuts would be prevented, and to
reduce moisture retention and associated corrosion, do not place grout under the base
plate.

Drilled Pier Foundationsfor Metal Traffic Signal Poles

Analysis procedures and formulas shall be based on AASHTO, ACI code and per FHWA
manuals. Design methods based on Engineering publications or research papers needs to have
prior approval from NCDOT. The Department reserves the right to accept or disapprove any
method used for the analysis.

Use a Factor of Safety of 1.33 for Torsion and 2.5 for bending for the foundation design.

Foundation design for lateral load shall not to exceed 0.9” lateral deflection at top of foundation.
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Description:

Furnish and install foundations for NCDOT metal poles with all necessary hardware in accordance
with the plans and specifications.

Meta Pole Standards have been developed and implemented by NCDOT for use at signalized
intersections in North Carolina. If the plans call for a standard pole, then a standard foundation
may be selected from the plans. However, the Contractor is not required to use a standard
foundation. If the Contractor chooses to design a non-standard site-specific foundation for a
standard pole or if the plans call for a non-standard site-specific pole, design the foundation to
conform to the applicable provisions in the NCDOT Metal Pole Standards and Section B4 (Non-
Standard Foundation Design) below. If non-standard site specific foundations are designed for
standard QPL approved strain poles, the foundation designer must use the design moment
specified by load case on Metal Pole Standard Drawing Sheet M8. Failure to conform to this
requirement will be grounds for rejection of the design.

If the Contractor chooses to design a non-standard foundation for a standard pole and the soil test
results indicate a standard foundation is feasible for the site, the Contractor will be paid the cost
of the standard foundation (drilled pier and wing wall, if applicable). Any additional costs
associated with a non-standard site-specific foundation including additional materials, labor and
equipment will be considered incidental to the cost of the standard foundation. All costs for the
non-standard foundation design will also be considered incidental to the cost of the standard
foundation.

Soil Test and Foundation Deter mination:
General:

Drilled piers are reinforced concrete sections, cast-in-place against in situ, undisturbed material.
Drilled piers are of straight shaft type and vertical.

Some standard drilled piers for supporting poles with mast arms may require wing walls to resist
torsional rotation. Based upon this provision and the results of the required soil test, a drilled pier
length and wing wall requirement may be determined and constructed in accordance with the
plans.

For non-standard site-specific poles, the contractor-selected pole fabricator will determine if the
addition of wing wallsis necessary for the supporting foundations.

Soil Test:

Perform a soil test at each proposed metal pole location. Complete all required fill placement and
excavation at each signal pole location to finished grade before drilling each boring. Soil tests
performed that are not in compliance with this requirement may be rejected and will not be paid.
Drill one boring to a depth of 26 feet within a 25 foot radius of each proposed foundation.
Perform standard penetration tests (SPT) in accordance with ASTM D 1586 at depths of 1, 2.5,
5, 7.5, 10, 15, 20 and 26 feet. Discontinue the boring if one of the following occurs:
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» A total of 100 blows have been applied in any 2 consecutive 6-in. intervals.
» A total of 50 blows have been applied with < 3-in. penetration.

Describe each intersection as the “Intersection of (Route or SR #), (Street Name) and (Route or
R #), (Sreet Name), County, Signal Inventory No. ". Label borings with “B- N,
S E. W, NE, NW, SE or S\’ corresponding to the quadrant location within the intersection. Pole
numbers should be made available to the drill contractor. Include pole numbers in the boring label
if they are available. If they are not available, ensure the boring labels can be cross-referenced to
corresponding pole numbers. For each boring, submit a legible (hand written or typed) boring log
signed and sedled by a licensed geologist or professiona engineer registered in North Carolina.
Include on each boring the SPT blow counts and N-values at each depth, depth of the boring, and
agenera description of the soil types encountered.

If standard NCDOT strain poles are shown on the plans and the Contractor chooses to use
standard foundations, determine a drilled pier length, “L,” for each signal pole from the Standard
Foundations Chart (sheet M 8) based on the Design N-value and the predominant soil type. For
each standard pole location, submit a completed “Metal Pole Standard Foundation Selection
Form” signed by the contractor’s representative. Signature on form is for verification purposes
only. Include the Design N-value calculation and resulting drilled pier length, “L,” on each form.

If non-standard site-specific poles are shown on the plans, submit completed boring logs collected
in accordance with Section 2 (Soil Test) above along with pole loading diagrams from the plans
to the contractor-selected pole fabricator to assist in the pole and foundation design.
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If one of the following occurs, the Standard Foundations Chart shown on the plans may not be
used and a non-standard foundation may be required. In such case, contact the Engineer.

* The Design N-valueisless than 4.
* The drilled pier length, “L”, determined from the Standard Foundations Chart, is greater
than the depth of the corresponding boring.

In the case where a standard foundation cannot be used, the Department will be responsible for
the additional cost of the non-standard foundation.

Foundation designs are based on level ground around the traffic signal pole. If the slope around
the edge of the drilled pier is steeper than 8:1 (H:V) or the proposed foundation will be less than
10 feet from the top of an embankment sope, the contractor is responsible for providing sope
information to the foundation designer and to the Engineer so it can be considered in the design.

If assistance is needed, contact the Engineer.

Drilled Pier Construction:
Excavation:

Perform excavations for drilled piers to the required dimensions and lengths including all
miscellaneous grading and excavation necessary to install the drilled pier. Depending on the
subsurface conditions encountered, excavation in weathered rock or removal of boulders may be
required.

Dispose of drilling spoils as directed and in accordance with Section 802 of the Sandard
Specifications. Drilling spoils consist of all material excavated including water or durry removed
from the excavation either by pumping or with augers.

Construct all drilled piers such that the piers are cast against undisturbed soil. If a larger casing
and drilled pier are required as a result of unstable or caving material during drilling, backfill the
excavation before removing the casing to be replaced. No additional payment will be made for
substituting a larger diameter drilled pier in order to construct a drilled pier cast against
undisturbed soil.

Construct drilled piers within the tolerances specified herein. If tolerances are exceeded, provide
additional construction as approved by the Engineer to bring the piers within the tolerances
specified. Construct drilled piers such that the axis at the top of the piersis no more than 3 inches
in any direction from the specified position. Build drilled piers within 1% of the plumb deviation
for the total length of the piers. Construct the finished top of pier elevation between 5 inchesto 3
inches above the finished grade elevation. Form the top of the pier such that the concrete is
smooth and level.
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If unstable, caving, or dloughing soils are anticipated or encountered, stabilize drilled pier
excavations with either steel casing or polymer durry. Steel casing may be either the sectional
type or one continuous corrugated or non-corrugated piece. Ensure all stedl casings consist of
clean watertight steel of ample strength to withstand handling and driving stresses and the
pressures imposed by concrete, earth or backfill. Use steel casings with an outside diameter equal
to the specified pier size and a minimum wall thickness of 1/4 inches. Extract all temporary
casings during concrete placement in accordance with this specia provision unless the Contractor
chooses to leave the casing in place in accordance with the requirements below.

Any temporary steel casing that becomes bound or fouled during pier construction and cannot be
practically removed may constitute a defect in the drilled pier. Improve such defective piersto the
satisfaction of the Engineer by removing the concrete and enlarging the drilled pier, providing a
replacement pier or other approved means. All corrective measures including redesign as a result
of defective piers will not be cause for any claims or requests for additional compensation.

Any steel casing left in place will be considered permanent casing. Permanent steel casings are
only alowed for strain poles. When installing permanent casing, do not drill or excavate below the
tip of the permanent casing at any time so that the permanent casing is against undisturbed soil.
The Contractor may excavate a hole smaller than the specified pier size to facilitate permanent
casing installation. Ensure the sides of the excavation do not slough during drilling. Ensure the
hole diameter does not become larger than the inside diameter of the casing. No additional
compensation will be paid for permanent casing.

If polymer dlurry is chosen to stabilize the excavation, use one of the following polymers listed in
the table below:

Use durry in accordance with the manufacturer’s guidelines and recommendations unless
approved otherwise by the Engineer. The Contractor should be aware that polymer slurry may not
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be appropriate for a given site. Polymer slurry should not be used for excavations in soft or loose
soils as determined by the Engineer.

In wet pour conditions, advise and gain approval from the Engineer as to the planned construction
method intended for the complete installation of the drilled pier before excavating.

Reinforcing Sted!:

Completely assemble a cage of reinforcing steel consisting of longitudinal and spiral / hoop bars
and place cage in the drilled pier excavation as a unit immediately upon completion of drilling
unless the excavation is entirely cased. If the drilled pier excavation is entirely cased down to the
tip, immediate placement of the reinforcing steel is not required.

Lift the cage so racking and cage distortion does not occur. Keep the cage plumb during concrete
operations and casing extraction. Check the position of the cage before and after placing the
concrete.

Securely cross-tie the vertical and spira / hoops reinforcement at each intersection with double
wire. Support or hold down the cage so that the vertical displacement during concrete placement
and casing extraction does not exceed 2 inches.

Do not set the cage on the bottom of the drilled pier excavation. Place plastic bolsters under each
vertical reinforcing bar that are tall enough to raise the rebar cage off the bottom of the drilled
pier excavation a minimum of 3 inches.

In order to ensure a minimum of 3 inches of concrete cover and achieve concentric spacing of the
cage within the pier, tie plastic spacer wheels at five points around the cage perimeter. Use spacer
wheels that provide a minimum of 3 inches "blocking" from the outside face of the spiral / hoop
bars to the outermost surface of the drilled pier. Tie spacer wheels that snap together with wire
and allow them to rotate. Use spacer wheels that span at least two adjacent vertical bars. Start
placing spacer wheels at the bottom of the cage and continue up along its length at maximum 10-
foot intervals. Supply additional peripheral spacer wheels at closer intervals as necessary or as
directed by the Engineer.

No welding of or to reinforcement is permitted. No welding of or to Anchor Bolt is permitted.

Concrete:

Begin concrete placement immediately after inserting reinforcing steel into the drilled pier
excavation. If the drilled pier excavation is entirely cased down to the tip, immediately placement
of the concrete is not required.

a) Concrete Mix

Provide the mix design for drilled pier concrete for approval and, except as modified herein,
meeting the requirements of Section 1000 of the Standard Specifications.
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Designate the concrete as NCDOT AA mix or better with a minimum compressive strength of
4500 ps at 28 days. The Contractor may use a high early strength mix. Make certain the
cementitious material content complies with one of the following options:

Provide a minimum cement content of 640 Ibs/yd® and a maximum cement content of 800
Ibslyd®; however, if the alkali content of the cement exceeds 0.4%, reduce the cement
content by 20% and replace it with fly ash at the rate of 1.2 Ib of fly ash per Ib of cement
removed.

 If Type IP blended cement is used, use a minimum of 665 Ibs'yd® Type IP blended cement
and a maximum of 833 Ibs/yd® Type | P blended cement in the mix.

Limit the water-cementitious material ratio to a maximum of 0.45. Air-entrain the concrete mix in
accordance with Section 1000-3 (B) of the Standard Specifications. Produce a workable mix so
that vibrating or prodding is not required to consolidate the concrete. When placing the concrete,
make certain the dump is between 5 and 7 inches for dry placement of concrete or 7 and 9 inches
for wet placement of concrete.

Use Type | or Type Il cement or Type IP blended cement and either No. 67 or No. 78M coarse
aggregate in the mix. Use an approved water-reducer, water-reducing retarder, high-range water-
reducer or high-range water-reducing retarder to facilitate placement of the concrete if necessary.
Do not use a stabilizing admixture as a retarder in Drilled Pier Concrete without approval of the
Engineer. Use admixtures that satisty AASHTO M194 and add admixtures at the concrete plant
when the mixing water is introduced into the concrete. Redosing of admixtures is not permitted.

Place the concrete within 2 hours after introducing the mixing water. Ensure that the concrete
temperature at the time of placement is 90°F or less.

b) Concrete Placement

Place concrete such that the drilled pier is a monolithic structure. Temporary casing may be
completely removed and concrete placement may be temporarily stopped when the concrete level
is within 45 to 50 inches of the ground elevation to allow for placement of anchor bolts and
conduit. Do not pause concrete placement if unstable caving soils are present at the ground
surface. Remove any water or durry above the concrete and clean the concrete surface of all scum
and sediment to expose clean, uncontaminated concrete before inserting the anchor bolts and
conduit. Resume concrete pouring within 2 hours.

Do not dewater any drilled pier excavations unless the excavation is entirely cased down to tip.
Do not begin to remove the temporary casing until the level of concrete within the casing is in
excess of 10 feet above the bottom of the casing being removed. Maintain the concrete level at
least 10 feet above the bottom of casing throughout the entire casing extraction operation except
when concrete is near the top of the drilled pier elevation. Maintain a sufficient head of concrete
above the bottom of casing to overcome outside soil and water pressure. As the temporary casing
is withdrawn, exercise care in maintaining an adequate level of concrete within the casing so that
fluid trapped behind the casing is displaced upward and discharged at the ground surface without
contaminating or displacing the drilled pier concrete. Exerting downward pressure, hammering, or
vibrating the temporary casing is permitted to facilitate extraction.



Keep a record of the volume of concrete placed in each drilled pier excavation and make it
available to the Engineer.

After al the pumps have been removed from the excavation, the water inflow rate determines the
concrete placement procedure. If the inflow rate is less than 6 inches per half hour, the concrete
placement is considered dry. If the water inflow rate is greater than 6 inches per half hour, the
concrete placement is considered wet.

» Dry Placement: Before placing concrete, make certain the drilled pier excavation is dry so
the flow of concrete completely around the reinforcing steel can be certified by visua
inspection. Place the concrete by free fall with a central drop method where the concrete is
chuted directly down the center of the excavation. In wet conditions, dewatering of a drill
shaft prior to concrete placement does not change the placement method to a “Dry
placement” method without approval.

» Waet Placement: Maintain a static water or durry level in the excavation before placing
concrete. Place concrete with a tremie or a pump in accordance with the applicable parts of
Sections 420-6 and 420-8 of the Standard Specifications. Use a tremie tube or pump pipe
made of steel with watertight joints. Passing concrete through a hopper at the tube end or
through side openings as the tremie is retrieved during concrete placement is permitted. Use a
discharge control to prevent concrete contamination when the tremie tube or pump pipe is
initially placed in the excavation. Extend the tremie tube or pump pipe into the concrete a
minimum of 5 feet at all times except when the concrete is initially introduced into the pier
excavation. If the tremie tube or pump pipe pulls out of the concrete for any reason after the
initial concrete is placed, restart concrete placement with a steel capped tremie tube or pump
pipe. At no circumstances may concrete mix free fall through water.

Once the concrete in the excavation reaches the same elevation as the static water level, placing
concrete with the dry method is permitted. Before changing to the dry method of concrete
placement, remove any water or durry above the concrete and clean the concrete surface of all
scum and sediment to expose clean, uncontaminated concrete.

Vibration is only permitted, if needed, in the top 10 feet of the drilled pier or as approved by the
Engineer. Remove any contaminated concrete from the top of the drilled pier and wasted concrete
from the area surrounding the drilled pier upon completion.

Permanently mark the top of each foundation with a stamp or embedded plate to identify the
depth of the foundation, size and number of vertical reinforcements and the concrete strength.

Concrete Placement Time:

Place concrete within the time frames specified in Table 1000-2 of the Standard Specifications for
Class AA concrete except as noted herein. Do not place concrete so fast as to trap air, water,
fluids, soil or any other deleterious materials in the vicinity of the reinforcing steel and the annular
zone between the rebar cage and the excavation walls. Should a delay occur because of concrete
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delivery or other factors, reduce the placement rate to maintain some movement of the concrete.
No more than 45 minutes is alowed between placements.

Scheduling and Restrictions.

During the first 16 hours after a drilled pier has achieved its initial concrete set as determined by
the Engineer, do not drill adjacent piers, install adjacent piles, or alow any heavy construction
equipment loads or “excessive” vibrations to occur at any point within a 20 foot radius of the
drilled pier.

The foundation will be considered acceptable for loading when the concrete reaches a minimum
compressive strength of 3000 psi. This provision is intended to allow the structure to be installed
on the foundation in a shorter time frame, and does not constitute full acceptance of the drilled
pier. Full acceptance will be determined when the concrete meets its full strength at 28 days.

In the event that the procedures described herein are performed unsatisfactorily, the Engineer
reserves the right to shut down the construction operations or reject the drilled piers. If the
integrity of a drilled pier is in question, use core drilling, sonic or other approved methods at no
additional cost to the Department and under the direction of the Engineer. Dewater and backfill
core drill holes with an approved high strength grout with a minimum compressive strength of
4500 psi. Propose remedial measures for any defective drilled piers and obtain approval of all
proposals from the Engineer before implementation. No additional compensation will be paid for
losses or damage due to remedial work or any investigation of drilled piers found defective or not
in accordance with these special provision or the plans.

M easurement and Payment:
Payment will be made under the item “State-Furnished Metal Strain Pole,” “Soil Test,” and

“Drilled Pier Foundation” and shall include, but not be limited to installing metal pole, soil test
with SPT borings drilled furnished, Metal Pole Foundation and associated hardware.

WOOD POLESAND GUY ASSEMBLIES

The contractor shall furnish and install Class 3 or better wood poles that are in accordance with
the 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and
Structures and the National Electrical Safety Code. The poles shall be a minimum of 40 or 45
feet in length as directed by the Engineer at the time of notification. Pole locations shall be
approved by the Engineer prior to drilling.

All poles shal be grounded in accordance with the 2012 North Carolina Department of
Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and Structures, with a minimum of three
ground rods being provided at poles designated as cabinet locations. Ground rods shall not be
installed in the area bored for the pole.
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Payment will be made under the items “40° Wood Pole,” and “45 Wood Pole” and shall include,
but not limited to furnishing, installing, and grounding the poles.

The Contractor shall furnish and install guy assemblies consisting of guy cable, guy guards, anchor
units, strandvises, three-bolt clamps, and associated fittings as required in the 2012 North
Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and Sructures. The
guy cable for wood poles shall be 3/8-inch, 7-strand, galvanized cable and shall meet the
requirements of the 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications
for Roads and Structures.

Payment will be made under the items “Guy Assembly” and “Guy Assembly using Existing
Anchor” and shall include, but not be limited to, furnishing, installing, and grounding the guy
wire, anchors, anchor rods, guy guards, strandvises, three-bolt clamps, and associated hardware.

Payment will not be based on the length of the guy assembly.

MESSENGER CABLE

The Contractor shall furnish and install messenger cable, including attachment hardware, as
shown on the Plans and in accordance with the 2012 North Carolina Department of
Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and Structures.

Each messenger cable shall be of one continuous length with no splices except when an insulator
is required. The messenger cable shall be tensioned to eliminate appreciable sag as required in
2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and
Structures and to match the sag of surrounding utility lines.

Payment will be made under the item “3/8-Inch Messenger Cable’” and “1/4-Inch Messenger
Cable” and shall include, but not be limited to, furnishing and installing messenger cable and
attachment hardware. Messenger cable will be measured along the ground from center of poles
with no allowance for sag.

ATTACHING EXISTING SPANTO A NEW POLE

The Contractor shall furnish and install all necessary hardware to attach an existing messenger
cableto anew pole.

Payment will be made under the item “Reattach Existing Messenger Cable to New Pole” and shall

include, but not be limited to, transferring existing span onto new pole and providing all hardware
needed for the connection and proper grounding.
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RISERSWITH WEATHERHEADS

The Contractor shall furnish and install 1-inch and 2-inch, metallic conduit (risers) with
weatherheads and all necessary hardware on wood poles for wire runs in accordance with the
2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and
Structures. The risers with weatherheads for the electrical service shall be 1-inch, metallic
conduit. The risers with weatherheads for signal cable, detector lead-in cable, and communication
cable runs shall be 2-inch, metallic conduit. Separate conduits shall be supplied for the electrical
service, the signal cables (bundled), the detector lead-in cables, and communication cable. One
gpare 2-inch riser shall be provided at the cabinet pole. Install condulet on al risers for lead-in
cable.

METER SERVICESAND EXTERNAL ELECTRICAL SERVICE DISCONNECT

The contractor shall furnish and install a 220 V.A.C. meter service with disconnect switch and #8
service wire in one-inch rigid conduit, with approved NEC grounding. The Contractor shall
install meter bases and service disconnects as required by the local utility company and shall
obtain inspection.

Payment will be made under the item “220 V.A.C. Meter Service” and “External Electrical
Service Disconnect for Existing Meter Service and Controller Cabinet” and shall include, but not
limited to, furnishing and installing 220 V.A.C. meter service and associated hardware and obtain
inspection.

TRAFFIC ACTUATED CONTROLLER CABINETS

The Contractor shall ingtall the State-Furnished traffic signal controller cabinets in accordance
with the 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads
and Structures, including supplying the materials for and building the foundation for the base-
mounted cabinet.

The base-mounted cabinet shal be installed with its back facing the intersection. The Engineer
shall approve the cabinet location prior to excavating for the cabinet foundation. The Contractor
shall furnish and install a silicon-based grout under the bottom of the cabinet to prevent seepage
of water into the cabinet. All external conduit that is to be stubbed out at the cabinet foundation
shall be located so as to be in the middle of the cabinet. The service conduit shall be the rightmost
conduit coming into the cabinet. Two spare conduits shall be stubbed out; one of which shall be
connected to the spare riser on the service pole and the other toward the direction of al lead-in
cable. An identification arrow shall be inscribed in the cabinet foundation indicating the direction
of spare conduits.

The Contractor shall bring al cables and wires into each controller cabinet, leaving five feet of
extra cable neatly coiled in the bottom. The Contractor shall clearly label each cable. The State
will make all connections of cables inside the cabinet. The Contractor shall install al required
ground rods and clamps, conduit bonding bushings, and ground wires in accordance with the
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2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and
Structures.

Payment will be made under the items “Install State-Furnished Base-Mounted Controller
Cabinet,” “Install State-Furnished Pole-Mounted Controller Cabinet,” “Base-Mounted Controller
Cabinet Foundation,” “Install State-Furnished Cabinet Base Adapter,” and “Conduit Entrance
Into Existing Foundation” and shall include, but not be limited to, installing the State-furnished
traffic signal controller cabinets, bringing all wires and cables into the cabinet, furnishing and
installing the cabinet foundation, conduits, and ground rods.

TRAFFIC SIGNAL HEADS

The Contractor shal install State-furnished traffic signal heads and mounting accessories as
shown on the Plans and in accordance with the 2012 North Carolina Department of
Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and Structures.

New traffic signal heads shall be bagged until they are placed into operation. As soon as the new
equipment is put into operation, any existing traffic signal heads not to be used shall be bagged
and removed by the Contractor.

The Contractor shall be responsible for properly connecting signal cable to all signal heads.

Payment will be made under the items “Install State-Furnished Traffic Signal Head” and “Relocate
Existing Traffic Signal Head” and shall include, but not be limited to, installing traffic signal heads
and mounting hardware and any other incidental items necessary to complete the installation.

The Contractor shall install State-furnished LED in existing traffic signal heads. Payment will be
made under the items “Install State-Furnished LED in Existing Traffic Signa Head” and shall
include, but not be limited to removing existing LED modules and installing State-furnished LED
module in existing traffic signal heads and any other incidental items necessary to complete the
installation.

TRAFFIC SIGNAL CABLE

The Contractor shall install traffic signal cable in continuous lengths between the traffic signal
controller cabinet and the traffic signal heads. Route traffic signal cable in the most efficient
manner to minimize the length of cable installed, and the number of cables and conductorsin each
run. A five-foot length of cable shall be neatly coiled on the messenger cable before the cable end
enters the traffic signal head. Any splices in the traffic signal cable shall be made on terminal
strips inside the signal heads. Prior to installing any traffic signal cable, all traffic signal heads
shall be installed and approved by the Engineer.

Furnish 16-4 and 16-7 signal cable that complies with IMSA specification 20-1 except provide the

following conductor insulation colors:
» For 16-4 cable: white, yellow, red, and green
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* For 16-7 cable: white, yellow, red, green, yellow with black stripe tracer, red with black
stripe tracer, and green with black stripe tracer. Apply continuous stripe tracer on
conductor insulation with a longitudinal or spiral pattern.

Provide a ripcord to allow the cable jacket to be opened without using a cutter. IMSA
specification 19-1 will not be acceptable. Provide a cable jacket labeled with the IMSA
specification number and provide conductors constructed of stranded copper.

Payment will be made under the items “16-4 Traffic Signal Cable” and “16-7 Traffic Signal Cable”
and shall include, but not be limited to, furnishing and installing traffic signal cable. Measurement
of signal cable will be made from point-to-point horizontaly with no allowance for sag. Twenty-
five will be allowed for vertical segments up or down poles.

PEDESTRIAN SIGNAL PEDESTALS

The Contractor shall install signal pedestal foundations and State-furnished signal pedestals as
shown on the Plans and in accordance with the 2012 North Carolina Department of
Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and Structures.

Payment will be made under the items “Install State-furnished Type | Post with Foundation”
“Install State-furnished Type |1 Pedestal with Foundation” and shall include, but not be limited to,
furnishing and installing signal pedestal foundations, installing State-furnished signal pedestals and
any other items necessary to complete the installation.

PEDESTRIAN SIGNAL HEADS AND PUSH BUTTONS

The Contractor shall install State-furnished pedestrian signal heads, pedestrian push buttons and
mounting accessories as shown on the Plans and in accordance with the 2012 North Carolina
Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and Structures.

New pedestrian traffic signal heads shall be bagged until they are placed into operation. As soon
as the new equipment is put into operation, any existing pedestrian traffic signal heads not to be
used shall be bagged and removed by the Contractor.

Payment will be made under the items “Install State-Furnished Pedestrian Signal Head” and
“Install State-Furnished Pedestrian Push Button” and shall include, but not be limited to, installing
pedestrian signal heads, pedestrian push buttons, and mounting hardware and any other incidental
items necessary to complete the installation.

SIGNS

The Contractor shall install State-furnished signs on messenger cable as shown on the Plansand in
accordance with the 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications
for Roads and Structures.
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Payment will be made under the item “Install State-Furnished Sign on Messenger Cable” and shall
include, but not limited to, installing lane use control signs and mounting hardware and any other
incidental items necessary to complete the installation.

INDUCTIVE DETECTION LOOPSAND LEAD-IN CABLES

The Contractor shall install inductive detection loops as required and in accordance with the 2012
North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and Structures.
The Contractor shall furnish all wire, sealant, and lead-in cables required for the project. All
materials shall meet the requirements of the 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation
Sandard Specifications for Roads and Sructures.

The Contractor shall furnish Traffic Loop Sealant listed on the Traffic Engineering And Safety
Systems Branch's Qualified Products List. The list may be found at:

http://www.ncdot.gov/doh/preconstruct/traffic/| TSS/SM S/qpl/

The material shall be used in an environmentally safe manner, including the disposal of waste
sedlant. The manufacturer’s list of all safety precautions and application instructions shall be
printed clearly on each container of material. The Contractor shall acquire, and have readily
available, the Material Safety Data Sheet (MSDS), the manufacturer’s test data, and the
certification that the material meets these specifications. Upon request by the Engineer, the
Contractor shall demonstrate the integrity of the material by trial applications. The Engineer
reserves the right to reject any material, which does not demonstrate satisfactory field
performance.

The Contractor shall premark al inductive detection loop installation locations and receive
approval from the Engineer prior to cutting the pavement. The Contractor shall not place traffic
on unsealed sawcut dots. With the approval of the Engineer, loop wires may be installed prior to
the installation of conduits and pull boxes provided the Contractor makes every effort to protect
and waterproof all wires. The Contractor shall splice all loop wires to lead-in cables. All loops
and their associated lead-ins shall be megged and tested for resistance in the presence of the
Engineer.

The Contractor shall label the clockwise “lead” of each loop. Lead-in cable shall be spliced with
loop wires only in pull boxes and shall be placed in 2-inch diameter underground conduit from the
pull box through al other underground runs as shown on the Traffic Signal Plans.

Payment will be made under the item “Inductive Loop Sawcut” and will include, but not be
limited to, sawecutting, furnishing and installing loop wire and loop sealant, splicing of loop wire
to lead-in cables, and installation hardware. Payment will be made under the items “Lead-in Cable
14-2" and will include, but not be limited to furnishing and installing lead-in cable and installation
hardware.
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UNDERGROUND CABLE INSTALLATION

The Contractor shal furnish and install lead-in cable in various sizes of conduit in accordance with
the 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and
Structures. The Contractor shall provide al conduits and fittings. 1f more than one conduit is
necessary between the same termini, they shall be installed in one common trench with standard
manufacturer’s conduit spacers.

Trenching and backfilling shall be in accordance with the 2012 North Carolina Department of
Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and Sructures. All excess material shall be
removed from the site and the excavation shall be properly compacted. The Contractor shall
restore the surface to its original condition; unpaved areas shall be raked smooth and paved areas
shall be repaved to alike new condition.

Paved areas shall be repaved with like materials within 7 days of the occurrence of the damage.
For damage caused by trenching, the Contractor shall neatly cut and replace only the width of the
trench. In concrete sidewalk the Contractor shal neatly replace the entire joint of concrete
sidewalk unless otherwise directed by the Engineer. Concrete Sidewalk replacement will be
measured and paid in square feet, measured along the surface of the completed and accepted
work and includes, but not limited to, excavating and backfilling, sawing the existing sidewalk,
furnishing and placing concrete, and constructing and sealing joints in accordance with Section
848 of the 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications for
Roads and Structures. The joint shall be replaced with like materials. The Contractor shall place
graded stone material to temporarily maintain traffic where repairs cannot be performed
immediately. The graded stone shall meet the requirements of Section 545 of the 2012 Standard
Specifications.

Directional drilling shal be in accordance with the 2012 2012 North Carolina Department of
Transportation Standard Specifications for Roads and Structures.

Payment will be made under the items “Trenching (Unpaved),” “Trenching (Paved),” “Concrete
Sidewalk/Driveway Replacement,” “2-Inch PVC Conduit,” “Rigid Conduit,” and “Directiond
Drilling (1)(2")" and shall include, but not be limited to trenching, backfilling, replacing any paved
material, furnishing and installing conduit, couplings, and conduit spacers, and seeding and
mulching.

JUNCTION BOXES

The Contractor shall install junction boxes with covers and dry wells as required and in
accordance with the 2012 North Carolina Department of Transportation Standard Specifications
for Roads and Structures. Junction boxes shall be installed in the conduit runs a maximum
intervals of 250 feet unless otherwise approved by the Engineer and at all locations where loop
wire isto be spliced to lead-in cable.
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Payment will be made under the item "Install State-Furnished Junction Box" and shall include, but
not be limited to installing the junction box and furnishing and installing the stone for the dry well.

REMOVAL OF TRAFFIC SIGNAL EQUIPMENT

Remove all existing traffic signal equipment including, but not limited to signal heads, signs,
messenger cable, interconnect cable, controllers, cabinets, cabinet foundations, wood poles, guy
assemblies, and supporting hardware that will not be reused. Assume ownership of the removed
messenger cable, interconnect cable, cabinet foundations, wood poles, guy assemblies, and
supporting hardware. Return al other traffic signal equipment and material to the Division Eleven
Traffic Services Office.

Return the removed equipment and material between the hours of 8:00 am. and 2:00 p.m.,
Monday through Thursday, or at a time mutually agreed upon by the Contractor and the
Engineer. Replace or repair all material lost or damaged during its removal and transit. Label all
returned equipment and material to indicate its original location.

The Contractor shal remove existing traffic signal heads as directed by the Engineer. Payment
will be made under the item “Remove Existing Traffic Signal Head” and shall include, but not
limited to removing traffic signal heads, and supporting hardware.

The Contractor shall remove existing pedestrian signal heads, pedestrian push buttons as directed
by the Engineer. Payment will be made under the items “Remove Existing Pedestrian Signal
Head” and “Remove Existing Pedestrian Push Button” and shall include, but not limited to
removing pedestrian signal heads, pedestrian push buttons, and supporting hardware.

The Contractor shall remove existing messenger cable as directed by the Engineer. Payment will
be made under the item “Remove Existing Messenger Cable” and shall include, but not limited to
removing messenger cable, conductor cable, and associated hardware that will not be reused.

The Contractor shal remove existing lead-in cable and signal cable as directed by the Engineer.
Payment will be made under the item “Remove Existing Conductor Cable” and shall include, but
not limited to removing lead-in cable and signal cable that will not be reused. Measurement of
conductor cable will be made from point-to-point horizontally with no alowance for vertical
segment and sag as these distances are considered incidental to the removal of conductor cable.
Separate payment will not be made for more than one lead-in cable or signal cable in the same
conduit or on the same messenger cable. Separate payment will not be made for removal of
existing conductor cable when messenger cable is being removed.

The Contractor shall remove wood poles as directed by the Engineer. After removing the pole,
the Contractor shall backfill the hole, and restore the ground surface to like-new condition.
Payment will be made under the item “Remove Existing Pole” and shall include, but not limited to
removing poles, removing risers, removing guy assemblies, removing supporting hardware,
backfilling the hole, and restoring the surface to a like-new condition.
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The Contractor shall remove existing cabinet and controller and Cabinet foundation as directed by
the Engineer. Payment will be made under the items “Remove Existing Cabinet and Controller”
and “Remove Existing Cabinet Foundation” and shall include, but not limited to removing cabinet,
controller equipment, backfilling the hole, and restoring the surface to like-new condition.

The Contractor shall remove existing signs as directed by the Engineer. Payment will be made

under the item “Remove Existing Sign” and shall include, but not limited to removing lane use
control signs.

DISADVANTAGED BUSINESS ENTERPRISE (DIVISIONS)

Description

The purpose of this Specia Provision is to carry out the U.S. Department of Transportation's
policy of ensuring nondiscrimination in the award and administration of contracts financed in
whole or in part with Federal funds. This provision is guided by 49 CFR Part 26.

Definitions

Additional DBE Subcontractors - Any DBE submitted at the time of bid that will not be used to
meet the DBE goal. No submittal of a Letter of Intent is required.

Committed DBE Subcontractor - Any DBE submitted at the time of bid that is being used to meet
the DBE goa by submission of a Letter of Intent. Or any DBE used as a replacement for
a previously committed DBE firm.

Contract Goal Requirement - The approved DBE participation at time of award, but not greater
than the advertised contract goal.

DBE Goal - A portion of the total contract, expressed as a percentage, that is to be performed by
committed DBE subcontractor(s).

Disadvantaged Business Enterprise (DBE) - A firm certified as a Disadvantaged Business
Enterprise through the North Carolina Unified Certification Program.

Goal Confirmation Letter - Written documentation from the Department to the bidder confirming
the Contractor's approved, committed DBE participation along with a listing of the committed
DBE firms.

Manufacturer - A firm that operates or maintains a factory or establishment that produces on the
premises, the materials or supplies obtained by the Contractor.

Regular Dealer - A firm that owns, operates, or maintains a store, warehouse, or other
establishment in which the materials or supplies required for the performance of the contract are
bought, kept in stock, and regularly sold to the public in the usual course of business. A regular
dedler engages in, as its principal business and in its own name, the purchase and sale or lease of
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the products in question. A regular dealer in such bulk items as steel, cement, gravel, stone, and
petroleum products need not keep such products in stock, if it owns and operates distribution
equipment for the products. Brokers and packagers are not regarded as manufacturers or regular
dealers within the meaning of this section.

North Carolina Unified Certification Program (NCUCP) - A program that provides
comprehensive services and information to applicants for DBE certification, such that an applicant
is required to apply only once for a DBE certification that will be honored by all recipients of
USDOT funds in the state and not limited to the Department of Transportation only. The
Certification Program is in accordance with 49 CFR Part 26.

United States Department of Transportation (USDOT) - Federal agency responsible for issuing
regulations (49 CFR Part 26) and official guidance for the DBE program.

The following DBE goa for participation by Disadvantaged Business Enterprises is established
for this contract:

(A) If the DBE goal is more than zero, the Contractor shall exercise all necessary and
reasonable steps to ensure that DBEs participate in at least the percent of the contract as
set forth above as the DBE godl.

(B) If the DBE goal is zero, the Contractor shall make an effort to recruit and use DBES
during the performance of the contract. Any DBE participation obtained shall be reported
to the Department.

Directory of Transportation Firms (Directory)

Real-time information is available about firms doing business with the Department and firms that
are certified through NCUCP in the Directory of Transportation Firms. Only firms identified
inthe Directory as DBE certified shall be used to meet the DBE goal. The Directory can be
found at the following link. https://partner.ncdot.gov/V endorDirectory/default.html

The listing of an individual firm in the directory shal not be construed as an endorsement of the
firm’s capability to perform certain work.

Listing of DBE Subcontractors

At the time of bid, bidders shall submit all DBE participation that they anticipate to use during the
life of the contract. Only those identified to meet the DBE goal will be considered committed,
even though the listing shall include both committed DBE subcontractors and additional DBE
subcontractors. Additional DBE subcontractor participation submitted at the time of bid will be
used toward the overall race-neutral goal. Only those firms with current DBE certification at the
time of bid opening will be acceptable for listing in the bidder's submittal of DBE participation.
The Contractor shall indicate the following required information:

Blank forms will not be deemed to represent zero participation. Bids submitted that do not
have DBE participation indicated on the appropriate form will not be read publicly during the
opening of bids. The Department will not consider these bids for award and the proposal will be
rejected.
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(A)  If the DBE goal is more than zero,

D Bidders, at the time the bid proposa is submitted, shall submit a listing of DBE
participation, including the names and addresses on Listing of DBE Subcontractors
contained elsewhere in the contract documents in order for the bid to be
considered responsive. Bidders shall indicate the total dollar value of the DBE
participation for the contract.

2 If bidders have no DBE participation, they shal indicate this on the Listing of DBE
Subcontractors by entering the word “None” or the number “0.” This form shall
be completed in its entirety.

(©)) The bidder shall be responsible for ensuring that the DBE is certified at the time of
bid by checking the Directory of Transportation Firms. If the firm is not certified
at the time of the bid-letting, that DBE’s participation will not count towards
achieving the DBE goal.

(B) If the DBE goal is zero, bidders, at the time the bid proposal is submitted, shall enter the
word “None”; or the number “0”; or if there is participation, add the value on the Listing
of DBE Subcontractors contained elsewhere in the contract documents.

DBE Prime Contractor

When a certified DBE firm bids on a contract that contains a DBE goal, the DBE firm is
responsible for meeting the goal or making good faith efforts to meet the goal, just like any other
bidder. In most cases, a DBE hidder on a contract will meet the DBE goal by virtue of the work
it performs on the contract with its own forces. However, all the work that is performed by the
DBE bidder and any other DBE subcontractors will count toward the DBE goal. The DBE
bidder shall list itself along with any DBE subcontractors, if any, in order to receive credit toward
the DBE goal.

For example, if the DBE goal is 45% and the DBE bidder will only perform 40% of the contract
work, the prime will list itself at 40%, and the additional 5% shall be obtained through additional
DBE participation with DBE subcontractors or documented through a good faith effort.

DBE prime contractors shall also follow Sections A or B listed under Listing of
DBE Subcontractor just as a non-DBE bidder would.

Written Documentation — L etter of Intent
The bidder shall submit written documentation for each DBE that will be used to meet the
DBE goal of the contract, indicating the bidder’s commitment to use the DBE in the contract.

This documentation shall be submitted on the Department’s form titled Letter of Intent.

The documentation shall be received in the office of the Engineer no later than 12:00 noon of the
sixth calendar day following opening of bids, unless the sixth day falls on Saturday, Sunday or an
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official state holiday. In that Situation, it is due in the office of the Engineer no later than 12:00
noon on the next official state business day.

If the bidder fails to submit the Letter of Intent from each committed DBE to be used toward the
DBE goda, or if the form is incomplete (i.e. both signatures are not present), the
DBE participation will not count toward meeting the DBE goal. If the lack of this participation
drops the commitment below the DBE goal, the Contractor shall submit evidence of good faith
efforts, completed in its entirety, to the Engineer no later than 12:00 noon on the eighth calendar
day following opening of bids, unless the eighth day falls on Saturday, Sunday or an official state
holiday. In that situation, it is due in the office of the Engineer no later than 12:00 noon on the
next official state business day.

Submission of Good Faith Effort

If the bidder fails to meet or exceed the DBE goal the apparent lowest responsive bidder shall
submit to the Department documentation of adequate good faith efforts made to reach the
DBE goal.

One complete set and three copies of this information shall be received in the office of the
Engineer no later than 12:00 noon of the sixth calendar day following opening of bids, unless the
sixth day falls on Saturday, Sunday or an official state holiday. In that situation, it is due in the
office of the Engineer no later than 12:00 noon on the next official state business day.

Note: Where the information submitted includes repetitious solicitation letters, it will be
acceptable to submit a representative letter along with a distribution list of the firms that were
solicited. Documentation of DBE quotations shall be a part of the good faith effort submittal.
This documentation may include written subcontractor quotations, telephone log notations of
verbal quotations, or other types of quotation documentation.

Consideration of Good Faith Effort for Projectswith DBE GoalsMore Than Zero

Adequate good faith efforts mean that the bidder took all necessary and reasonable steps to
achieve the goal which, by their scope, intensity, and appropriateness, could reasonably be
expected to obtain sufficient DBE participation. Adequate good faith efforts also mean that the
bidder actively and aggressively sought DBE participation. Mere pro forma efforts are not
considered good faith efforts.

The Department will consider the quality, quantity, and intensity of the different kinds of efforts a
bidder has made. Listed below are examples of the types of actions a bidder will take in making a
good faith effort to meet the goal and are not intended to be exclusive or exhaustive, nor is it
intended to be a mandatory checklist.

(A)  Soliciting through all reasonable and available means (e.g. attendance at pre-bid meetings,
advertising and/or written notices through the use of the NCDOT Directory of
Transportation Firms) the interest of all certified DBES who have the capability to perform
the work of the contract. The bidder must solicit this interest within at least 10 days prior
to bid opening to allow the DBEs to respond to the solicitation. Solicitation shall provide

the opportunity to DBEs within the Division and surrounding Divisions where the project
islocated. The bidder must determine with certainty if the DBEs are interested by taking
appropriate steps to follow up initia solicitations.

Selecting portions of the work to be performed by DBES in order to increase the
likelihood that the DBE goas will be achieved. This includes, where appropriate,
breaking out contract work items into economicaly feasible units to facilitate
DBE participation, even when the prime contractor might otherwise prefer to perform
these work items with its own forces.

Providing interested DBES with adequate information about the plans, specifications, and
requirements of the contract in a timely manner to assist them in responding to
asolicitation.

(D) Negotiating in good faith with interested DBES. It isthe bidder’s responsibility to
make a portion of the work available to DBE subcontractors and suppliers and
to select those portions of the work or material needs consistent with the available
DBE subcontractors and suppliers, so asto facilitate DBE participation. Evidence
of such negotiation includes the names, addresses, and telephone numbers of DBES
that were considered; a description of the information provided regarding the plans
and specifications for the work selected for subcontracting; and evidence as to why
additional agreements could not be reached for DBES to perform the work.

2 A bidder using good business judgment would consider a number of factors
in negotiating with subcontractors, including DBE subcontractors, and would take
afirm'sprice and capabilities as well as contract goals into consideration.
However, the fact that there may be some additional costs involved in finding and
using DBEs is not in itself sufficient reason for a bidder’s falure to meet the
contract DBE goal, as long as such costs are reasonable. Also, the ability or desire
of a prime contractor to perform the work of a contract with its own organization
does not relieve the bidder of the responshility to make good faith efforts.
Bidding contractors are not, however, required to accept higher quotes from
DBEsif the price difference is excessive or unreasonable.

Not rejecting DBES as being unqualified without sound reasons based on a thorough
investigation of their capahilities. The bidder’s standing within its industry, membership in
specific groups, organizations, or associates and political or socia affiliations
(for example, union vs. non-union employee status) are not legitimate causes for the
rgiection or non-solicitation of bids in the bidder’ s efforts to meet the project goal.

Making efforts to assist interested DBES in obtaining bonding, lines of credit, or insurance
as required by the recipient or bidder.

Making efforts to assist interested DBEs in obtaining necessary equipment, supplies,
materials, or related assistance or services.
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(H)  Effectively using the services of available minority/women community organizations;
minority/women contractors groups, Federal, State, and local minority/women business
assistance offices, and other organizations as allowed on a case-by-case basis to provide
assistance in the recruitment and placement of DBEs. Contact within 7 days from the bid
opening NCDOT’s Business Development Manager in the Business Opportunity and
Work Force Development Unit to give notification of the bidder’s inability to get DBE
quotes.

() Any other evidence that the bidder submits which shows that the bidder has made
reasonable good faith efforts to meet the DBE goal.

In addition, the Department may take into account the following:

D Whether the bidder’ s documentation reflects a clear and realistic plan for achieving
the DBE goal.

2 The bidders' past performance in meeting the DBE goals.

3 The performance of other bidders in meeting the DBE goal. For example, when
the apparent successful bidder fails to meet the DBE goal, but others meet it, you
may reasonably raise the question of whether, with additional reasonable efforts
the apparent successful bidder could have met the goal. |f the apparent successful
bidder fails to meet the DBE goa, but meets or exceeds the average
DBE participation obtained by other bidders, the Department may view this,
in conjunction with other factors, as evidence of the apparent successful bidder
having made a good faith effort.

If the Department does not award the contract to the apparent lowest responsive bidder,
the Department reserves the right to award the contract to the next lowest responsive bidder that
can satisfy to the Department that the DBE goal can be met or that an adequate good faith effort
has been made to meet the DBE goal.

Non-Good Faith Appeal

The Engineer will notify the contractor verbaly and in writing of non-good faith. A contractor
may appea a determination of non-good faith made by the Goal Compliance Committee. If a
contractor wishes to appeal the determination made by the Committee, they shall provide written
notification to the Engineer. The appeal shall be made within 2 business days of notification of
the determination of non-good faith.

Counting DBE Participation Toward Meeting DBE Goal

(A)  Participation

The total dollar value of the participation by a committed DBE will be counted toward the
contract goal requirement. The tota dollar value of participation by a committed DBE

will be based upon the value of work actualy performed by the DBE and the actual
payments to DBE firms by the Contractor.

Joint Checks

Prior notification of joint check use shall be required when counting DBE participation for
services or purchases that involves the use of ajoint check. Notification shall be through
submission of Form JC-1 (Joint Check Notification Form) and the use of joint checks shall
be in accordance with the Department's Joint Check Procedures.

Subcontracts (Non-Trucking)

A DBE may enter into subcontracts. Work that a DBE subcontracts to another DBE firm
may be counted toward the contract goal requirement. Work that a DBE subcontracts to
a non-DBE firm does not count toward the contract goa requirement.
If a DBE contractor or subcontractor subcontracts a significantly greater portion of the
work of the contract than would be expected on the basis of standard industry practices,
it shall be presumed that the DBE is not performing acommercially useful function.
TheDBE may present evidence to rebut this presumption to the Department.
The Department's decision on the rebuttal of this presumption is subject to review by the
Federal Highway Administration but is not administratively appealable to USDOT.

Joint Venture

When a DBE performs as a participant in a joint venture, the Contractor may count
toward its contract goal requirement a portion of the total value of participation with the
DBE in the joint venture, that portion of the total dollar value being a distinct clearly
defined portion of work that the DBE performs with its forces.

Suppliers

A contractor may count toward its DBE requirement 60 percent of its expenditures for
materials and supplies required to complete the contract and obtained from a DBE regular
dealer and 100 percent of such expenditures from a DBE manufacturer.

Manufacturers and Regular Dedlers

A contractor may count toward its DBE requirement the following expenditures to
DBE firmsthat are not manufacturers or regular dealers:

D The fees or commissions charged by a DBE firm for providing a bona fide service,
such as professional, technical, consultant, or managerial services, or for providing
bonds or insurance specificaly required for the performance of
aDOT-assisted contract, provided the fees or commissions are determined to be
reasonable and not excessive as compared with fees and commissions customarily
allowed for similar services.
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2 With respect to materials or supplies purchased from a DBE, which is neither
amanufacturer nor a regular deder, count the entire amount of fees or
commissions charged for assistance in the procurement of the materials and
supplies, or fees or transportation charges for the delivery of materials or supplies
required on a job site (but not the cost of the materials and supplies themselves),
provided the fees are determined to be reasonable and not excessive as compared
with fees customarily allowed for similar services.

Commercially Useful Function

(A)

DBE Utilization

The Contractor may count toward its contract goa requirement only expenditures to
DBEs that perform a commercially useful function in the work of a contract.
A DBE performs a commercially useful function when it is responsible for execution of the
work of the contract and is carrying out its responsiilities by actually performing,
managing, and supervising the work involved. To perform a commercialy useful function,
the DBE shall also be responsible with respect to materials and supplies used on the
contract, for negotiating price, determining quality and quantity, ordering the material and
installing (where applicable) and paying for the materia itself. To determine whether a
DBE is performing acommercially useful function, the Department will evaluate the
amount of work subcontracted, industry practices, whether the amount the firm is to be
paid under the contract is commensurate with the work it is actually performing and the
DBE credit claimed for its performance of the work, and any other relevant factors.

DBE Utilization in Trucking

The following factors will be used to determine if a DBE trucking firm is performing
acommercialy useful function.

D The DBE shall be responsible for the management and supervision of the entire
trucking operation for which it is responsible on a particular contract, and there
shall not be a contrived arrangement for the purpose of meeting DBE goals.

2 The DBE shall itself own and operate at least one fully licensed, insured, and
operational truck used on the contract.

(©)) The DBE receives credit for the total value of the transportation services it
provides on the contract using trucks it owns, insures, and operates using drivers it
employs.

(@) The DBE may subcontract the work to another DBE firm, including
an owner-operator who is certified as a DBE. The DBE who subcontracts work
to another DBE receives credit for the total value of the transportation services the
subcontracted DBE provides on the contract.

(5) The DBE may aso subcontract the work to a non-DBE firm, including from
an owner-operator. The DBE who subcontracts the work to a non-DBE is entitled
to credit for the total value of transportation services provided by the
non-DBE subcontractor not to exceed the value of transportation services
provided by DBE-owned trucks on the contract. Additiona participation by
non-DBE subcontractors receives credit only for the fee or commission it receives
as aresult of the subcontract arrangement. The value of services performed under
subcontract agreements between the DBE and the Contractor will not count
towards the DBE contract requirement.

(6) A DBE may lease truck(s) from an established equipment leasing business open to
the general public. The lease must indicate that the DBE has exclusive use of and
control over the truck. This requirement does not preclude the leased truck from
working for others during the term of the lease with the consent of the DBE, so
long as the lease gives the DBE absolute priority for use of the leased truck. This
type of lease may count toward the DBE’s credit as long as the driver is under the
DBE's payroll.

@) Subcontracted/leased trucks shall display clearly on the dashboard the name of the
DBE that they are subcontracted/leased to and their own company name if it is not
identified on the truck itself. Magnetic door signs are not permitted.

DBE Replacement

When a Contractor has relied on a commitment to a DBE firm (or an approved substitute
DBE firm) to meet all or part of a contract goal requirement, the contractor shall not terminate
the DBE for convenience. This includes, but is not limited to, instances in which the Contractor
seeks to perform the work of the terminated subcontractor with another DBE subcontractor,
anon-DBE subcontractor, or with the Contractor’s own forces or those of an affiliate. A DBE
may only be terminated after receiving the Engineer’s written approval based upon a finding of
good cause for the termination.

All requests for replacement of a committed DBE firm shall be submitted to the Engineer for
approval on Form RF-1 (DBE Replacement Request). If the Contractor fails to follow this
procedure, the Contractor may be disqualified from further bidding for a period of up to
6 months.

The Contractor shall comply with the following for replacement of a committed DBE:

(A)  Performance Related Replacement
When a committed DBE is terminated for good cause as stated above, an additional DBE
that was submitted at the time of bid may be used to fulfill the DBE commitment. A good
faith effort will only be required for removing a committed DBE if there were no

additional DBEs submitted at the time of bid to cover the same amount of work as the
DBE that was terminated.

When a committed DBE is decertified by the Department after the
SAF (Subcontract Approval Form) has been recelved by the Department, the
Department  will not require the Contractor to solicit replacement
DBE participation equal to the remaining work to be performed by the decertified
firm. The participation equal to the remaining work performed by the decertified
firm will count toward the contract goal requirement.

When a committed DBE is decertified prior to the Department receiving the
SAF (Subcontract Approval Form) for the named DBE firm, the Contractor shall
take all necessary and reasonable steps to replace the DBE subcontractor with
another DBE subcontractor to perform at least the same amount of work to meet
the DBE goal requirement. If a DBE firm is not found to do the same amount of
work, agood faith effort must be submitted to NCDOT (see A herein for required
documentation).

Changesin the Work

When the Engineer makes changes that result in the reduction or elimination of work to be
performed by a committed DBE, the Contractor will not be required to seek additiond
participation. When the Engineer makes changes that result in additional work to be performed
by a DBE based upon the Contractor’s commitment, the DBE shall participate in additional work
to the same extent as the DBE participated in the original contract work.



When the Engineer makes changes that result in extra work, which has more than a minimal
impact on the contract amount, the Contractor shall seek additional participation by DBEs unless
otherwise approved by the Engineer.

When the Engineer makes changes that result in an ateration of plans or details of construction,
and a portion or all of the work had been expected to be performed by a committed DBE, the
Contractor shall seek participation by DBEs unless otherwise approved by the Engineer.

When the Contractor requests changes in the work that result in the reduction or elimination of
work that the Contractor committed to be performed by a DBE, the Contractor shall seek
additional participation by DBEs equal to the reduced DBE participation caused by the changes.
Reports and Documentation

A SAF (Subcontract Approval Form) shall be submitted for all work which is to be performed by
a DBE subcontractor. The Department reserves the right to require copies of actual subcontract
agreements involving DBE subcontractors.

When using transportation services to meet the contract commitment, the Contractor shall submit
a proposed trucking plan in addition to the SAF. The plan shall be submitted prior to beginning
construction on the project. The plan shal include the names of all trucking firms proposed for
use, their certification type(s), the number of trucks owned by the firm, as well as the individua
truck identification numbers, and the line item(s) being performed.

Within 30 calendar days of entering into an agreement with a DBE for materials, supplies
or services, not otherwise documented by the SAF as specified above, the Contractor shall furnish
the Engineer a copy of the agreement. The documentation shall also indicate the percentage
(60% or 100%) of expenditures claimed for DBE credit.

Reporting Disadvantaged Business Enterprise Participation

The Contractor shal provide the Engineer with an accounting of payments made to all
DBE firms, including material suppliers and contractors at all levels (prime, subcontractor,
or second tier subcontractor). This accounting shall be furnished to the Engineer for any given
month by the end of the following month. Failure to submit this information accordingly may
result in the following action:

(A)  Withholding of money due in the next partial pay estimate; or

(B) Removal of an approved contractor from the prequalified bidders' list or the removal of
other entities from the approved subcontractors list.

While each contractor (prime, subcontractor, 2nd tier subcontractor) is responsible for accurate

accounting of payments to DBEs, it shall be the prime contractor’s responsibility to report all
monthly and final payment information in the correct reporting manner.
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Failure on the part of the Contractor to submit the required information in the time frame
specified may result in the disgualification of that contractor and any affiliate companies from
further bidding until the required information is submitted.

Failure on the part of any subcontractor to submit the required information in the time frame
specified may result in the disgualification of that contractor and any affiliate companies from
being approved for work on future projects until the required information is submitted.

Contractors reporting transportation services provided by non-DBE lessees shall evaluate the
value of services provided during the month of the reporting period only.

At any time, the Engineer can request written verification of subcontractor payments.

The Contractor shall report the accounting of payments on the Department’s
DBE-IS (Subcontractor Payment Information) with each invoice. Invoices will not be processed
for payment until the DBE-1S is received.

Failureto Meet Contract Requirements

Fallure to meet contract requirements in accordance with Subarticle 102-15(J) of the
2012 Standard Specifications may be cause to disqualify the Contractor.

. GENERAL

1. Form FHWA-1273 must be physically incorporated in each construction contract funded under Title 23 (excluding emergency contracts solely
intended for debris removal). The contractor (or subcontractor) must insert this form in each subcontract and further require its inclusion in all
lower tier subcontracts (excluding purchase orders, rental agreements and other agreements for supplies or services).

The applicable requirements of Form FHWA-1273 are incorporated by reference for work done under any purchase order, rental agreement
or agreement for other services. The prime contractor shall be responsible for compliance by any subcontractor, lower-tier subcontractor or service
provider.

Form FHWA-1273 must be included in all Federal-aid design-build contracts, in all subcontracts and in lower tier subcontracts (excluding
subcontracts for design services, purchase orders, rental agreements and other agreements for supplies or services). The design-builder shall be
responsible for compliance by any subcontractor, lower-tier subcontractor or service provider.

Contracting agencies may reference Form FHWA-1273 in bid proposal or request for proposal documents, however, the Form
FHWA-1273 must be physically incorporated (not referenced) in all contracts, subcontracts and lower-tier subcontracts (excluding purchase
orders, rental agreements and other agreements for supplies or servicesrelated to a construction contract).

2. Subject to the applicability criteria noted in the following sections, these contract provisions shall apply to all work performed on the contract by
the contractor's own organization and with the assistance of workers under the contractor's immediate superintendence and to all work performed
on the contract by piecework, station work, or by subcontract.

3. A breach of any of the gtipulations contained in these Required Contract Provisions may be sufficient grounds for withholding of progress
payments, withholding of final payment, termination of the contract, suspension / debarment or any other action determined to be appropriate by
the contracting agency and FHWA.

4. Sdection of Labor: During the performance of this contract, the contractor shall not use convict labor for any purpose within the limits of
acongtruction project on a Federal-aid highway unlessit is labor performed by convicts who are on parole, supervised release, or probation. The
term Federal-aid highway does not include roadways functionally classified aslocal roads or rural minor collectors.

1. Equal Employment Opportunity: Equal employment opportunity (EEO) requirements not to discriminate and to take affirmative action to
assure equal opportunity as set forth under laws, executive orders, rules, regulations (28 CFR 35, 29 CFR 1630, 29 CFR 1625-1627,
41 CFR 60 and 49 CFR 27) and orders of the Secretary of Labor as modified by the provisions prescribed herein, and imposed pursuant to
23 U.S.C. 140 shall congtitute the EEO and specific affirmative action standards for the contractor's project activities under this contract.

EEO Officer: The contractor will designate and make known to the contracting officers an EEO Officer who will have the responsibility for and

Dissemination of Policy: All members of the contractor's staff who are authorized to hire, supervise, promote, and discharge employees, or who

recommend such action, or who are substantially involved in such action, will be made fully cognizant of, and will implement, the contractor's

EEO policy and contractual responsibilities to provide EEO in each grade and classification of employment. To ensure that the above agreement

will be met, the following actionswill be taken as a minimum:

a. Periodic meetings of supervisory and personnel office employees will be conducted before the start of work and then not less often than once
every six months, at which time the contractor's EEO policy and its implementation will be reviewed and explained.

a. The contractor will, unless precluded by a valid bargaining agreement, conduct systematic and direct recruitment through public and private
employee referral sources likely to yield qualified minorities and women. To meet this requirement, the contractor will identify sources of
potential minority group employees, and establish with such identified sources procedures whereby minority and women applicants may be
referred to the contractor for employment consideration.

b. Inthe event the contractor has a valid bargaining agreement providing for exclusive hiring hall referrals, the contractor is expected to observe
the provisons of that agreement to the extent that the system meets the contractor's compliance with EEO contract provisons. Where
implementation of such an agreement has the effect of discriminating against minorities or women, or obligates the contractor to do the same,
such implementation violates Federal nondiscrimination provisions.

b. The contractor will use good faith efforts to incorporate an EEO clause into each union agreement to the end that such union will be
contractually bound to refer applicants without regard to their race, color, religion, sex, national origin, age or disability.

c. The contractor isto obtain information as to the referral practices and policies of the labor union except that to the extent such information is
within the exclusive possession of the labor union and such labor union refuses to furnish such information to the contractor, the contractor
shall so certify to the contracting agency and shall set forth what efforts have been made to obtain such information.

d. Inthe event the union is unable to provide the contractor with a reasonable flow of referrals within the time limit set forth in the collective
bargaining agreement, the contractor will, through independent recruitment efforts, fill the employment vacancies without regard to race,
color, religion, sex, national origin, age or disability; making full efforts to obtain qualified and/or qualifiable minorities and women.

Thefailure of a union to provide sufficient referrals (even though it is obligated to provide exclusive referrals under the terms of a collective
bargaining agreement) does not relieve the contractor from the requirements of this paragraph. In the event the union referral practice prevents
the contractor from meeting the obligations pursuant to Executive Order 11246, as amended, and these special provisions, such contractor
shall immediately notify the contracting agency.

8. Reasonable Accommodation for Applicants / Employees with Disabilities: The contractor must be familiar with the requirements for and
comply with the Americans with Disabilities Act and all rules and regulations established there under. Employers must provide reasonable
accommodation in all employment activities unlessto do so would cause an undue hardship.

9. Selection of Subcontractors, Procurement of Materials and Leasing of Equipment: The contractor shall not discriminate on the grounds of
race, color, religion, sex, national origin, age or disability in the selection and retention of subcontractors, including procurement of materials and
leases of equipment. The contractor shall take all necessary and reasonabl e steps to ensure nondiscrimination in the administration of this contract.
a  Thecontractor shall notify all potential subcontractors and suppliers and lessors of their EEO obligations under this contract.

b. The contractor will use good faith efforts to ensure subcontractor compliance with their EEO obligations.

10. Assurance Required by 49 CFR 26.13(b):

The requirements of 49 CFR Part 26 and the State DOT’' s U.S. DOT -approved DBE program are incorporated by reference.

b. The contractor or subcontractor shall not discriminate on the basis of race, color, national origin, or sex in the performance of this contract.
The contractor shall carry out applicable requirements of 49 CFR Part 26 in the award and administration of DOT -assisted contracts. Failure
by the contractor to carry out these requirements is a material breach of this contract, which may result in the termination of this contract
or such other remedy as the contracting agency deems appropriate.

11. Records and Reports: The contractor shall keep such records as necessary to document compliance with the EEO requirements. Such records
shall be retained for a period of three years following the date of the final payment to the contractor for all contract work and shall be available at
reasonabl e times and places for ingpection by authorized representatives of the contracting agency and the FHWA.

a  Therecordskept by the contractor shall document the following:

(1) The number and work hours of minority and non-minority group members and women employed in each work classification on the
project;

(2) The progress and efforts being made in cooperation with unions, when applicable, to increase employment opportunities for minorities
and women; and

(3) The progressand efforts being made in locating, hiring, training, qualifying, and upgrading minorities and women;

b.  The contractors and subcontractors will submit an annual report to the contracting agency each July for the duration of the project, indicating
the number of minority, women, and non-minority group employees currently engaged in each work classification required by the contract
work. This information is to be reported on Form FHWA-1391. The staffing data should represent the project work force on board in al or
any part of the last payroll period preceding the end of July. If on-the-job training is being required by special provision, the contractor will be
required to collect and report training data. The employment data should reflect the work force on board during all or any part of the last
payroll period preceding the end of July.

.NONSEGREGATED FACILITIES

Thisprovisonisapplicableto al Federal-aid construction contracts and to all related construction subcontracts of $10,000 or more.

The contractor must ensure that facilities provided for employees are provided in such a manner that segregation on the basis of race, color,
religion, sex, or national origin cannot result. The contractor may neither require such segregated use by written or oral policies nor tolerate such use
by employee custom. The contractor's obligation extends further to ensure that its employees are not assigned to perform their services at any location,
under the contractor's control, where the facilities are segregated. The term "facilities' includes waiting rooms, work areas, restaurants and other eating
areas, time clocks, restrooms, washrooms, locker rooms, and other storage or dressing areas, parking lots, drinking fountains, recreation or
entertainment areas, trangportation, and housing provided for employees. The contractor shall provide separate or single-user restrooms and necessary
dressing or deeping areas to assure privacy between sexes.

1V. DAVIS-BACON AND RELATED ACT PROVISIONS

This section is applicable to all Federal-aid construction projects exceeding $2,000 and to all related subcontracts and lower-tier subcontracts
(regardless of subcontract size). The requirements apply to all projects located within the right-of-way of a roadway that is functionally classified as
Federal-aid highway. This excludes roadways functionally classified aslocal roads or rural minor collectors, which are exempt. Contracting agencies
may elect to apply these requirements to other projects.

The following provisions are from the U.S. Department of Labor regulationsin 29 CFR 5.5 “Contract provisions and related matters’ with minor
revisionsto conform to the FHWA-1273 format and FHWA program requirements.

1. Minimum wages
a  All laborers and mechanics employed or working upon the site of the work, will be paid unconditionally and not less often than once a week,
and without subsequent deduction or rebate on any account (except such payroll deductions as are permitted by regulations issued by the
Secretary of Labor under the Copeland Act (29 CFR part 3)), the full amount of wages and bona fide fringe benefits (or cash equivalents
thereof) due at time of payment computed at rates not less than those contained in the wage determination of the Secretary of Labor which is
attached hereto and made a part hereof, regardless of any contractual relationship which may be alleged to exist between the contractor and
such laborers and mechanics.

Contributions made or costs reasonably anticipated for bona fide fringe benefits under section 1(b)(2) of the Davis-Bacon Act on behalf of
laborers or mechanics are considered wages paid to such laborers or mechanics, subject to the provisions of paragraph 1.d. of this section;
also, regular contributions made or costs incurred for more than a weekly period (but not less often than quarterly) under plans, funds,
or programs which cover the particular weekly period, are deemed to be constructively made or incurred during such weekly period. Such
laborers and mechanics shall be paid the appropriate wage rate and fringe benefits on the wage determination for the classification of work
actually performed, without regard to skill, except as provided in 29 CFR 5.5(a)(4). Laborers or mechanics performing work in more than one
classfication may be compensated at the rate specified for each classification for the time actually worked therein: Provided, That the
employer's payroll records accurately set forth the time spent in each classfication in which work is performed. The wage determination
(including any additional classification and wage rates conformed under paragraph 1.b. of this section) and the Davis-Bacon
poster (WH-1321) shall be posted at all times by the contractor and its subcontractors at the site of the work in a prominent and accessble
place whereit can be easily seen by the workers.

b.(1) The contracting officer shall require that any class of laborers or mechanics, including helpers, which is not listed in the wage
determination and which is to be employed under the contract shall be classified in conformance with the wage determination. The
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contracting officer shall approve an additional classification and wage rate and fringe benefits therefore only when the following criteria
have been met:
(i) Thework to be performed by the classification requested is not performed by a classification in the wage determination; and
(ii) Theclassfication isutilized in the area by the construction industry; and
(iii) The proposed wage rate, including any bona fide fringe benefits, bears a reasonable relationship to the wage rates contained in the
wage determination.

(2) If the contractor and the laborers and mechanics to be employed in the classfication (if known), or their representatives, and the
contracting officer agree on the classfication and wage rate (including the amount designated for fringe benefits where appropriate),
areport of the action taken shall be sent by the contracting officer to the Administrator of the Wage and Hour Division, Employment
Standards Administration, U.S. Department of Labor, Washington, DC 20210. The Administrator, or an authorized representative, will
approve, modify, or disapprove every additional classification action within 30 days of receipt and so advise the contracting officer or will
notify the contracting officer within the 30-day period that additional timeis necessary.
In the event the contractor, the laborers or mechanics to be employed in the classfication or their representatives, and the contracting
officer do not agree on the proposed classification and wage rate (including the amount designated for fringe benefits, where appropriate),
the contracting officer shall refer the questions, including the views of all interested parties and the recommendation of the contracting
officer, to the Wage and Hour Administrator for determination. The Wage and Hour Administrator, or an authorized representative, will
issue a determination within 30 days of receipt and so advise the contracting officer or will notify the contracting officer within the 30-day
period that additional time is necessary.

(4) The wage rate (including fringe benefits where appropriate) determined pursuant to paragraphs 1.b.(2) or 1.b.(3) of this section, shall be
paid to al workers performing work in the classfication under this contract from the first day on which work is performed in the
classification.

c.  Whenever the minimum wage rate prescribed in the contract for a class of laborers or mechanics includes a fringe benefit which is not
expressed as an hourly rate, the contractor shall either pay the benefit as stated in the wage determination or shall pay another bona fide fringe
benefit or an hourly cash equivalent thereof.

d. If the contractor does not make payments to a trustee or other third person, the contractor may consider as part of the wages of any laborer or
mechanic the amount of any costs reasonably anticipated in providing bona fide fringe benefits under a plan or program, Provided, That the
Secretary of Labor has found, upon the written request of the contractor, that the applicable standards of the Davis-Bacon Act have been met.
The Secretary of Labor may require the contractor to set aside in a separate account assets for the meeting of obligations under the plan or
program.

2. Withholding. The contracting agency shall upon its own action or upon written request of an authorized representative of the Department of
Labor, withhold or cause to be withheld from the contractor under this contract, or any other Federal contract with the same prime contractor, or
any other federally-assisted contract subject to Davis-Bacon prevailing wage requirements, which is held by the same prime contractor, so much of
the accrued payments or advances as may be considered necessary to pay laborers and mechanics, including apprentices, trainees, and helpers,
employed by the contractor or any subcontractor the full amount of wages required by the contract. In the event of failure to pay any laborer or
mechanic, including any apprentice, trainee, or helper, employed or working on the site of the work, all or part of the wages required by the
contract, the contracting agency may, after written notice to the contractor, take such action as may be necessary to cause the suspension of any
further payment, advance, or guarantee of funds until such violations have ceased.

3. Payrollsand basic records
a.  Payrolls and basic records relating thereto shall be maintained by the contractor during the course of the work and preserved for a period of

three years thereafter for all laborers and mechanics working at the site of the work. Such records shall contain the name, address, and social
security number of each such worker, his or her correct classfication, hourly rates of wages paid (including rates of contributions or costs
anticipated for bona fide fringe benefits or cash equivalents thereof of the types described in section 1(b)(2)(B) of the Davis-Bacon Act), daily
and weekly number of hours worked, deductions made and actual wages paid. Whenever the Secretary of Labor has found under
29 CFR 5.5(a)(2)(iv) that the wages of any laborer or mechanic include the amount of any costs reasonably anticipated in providing benefits
under a plan or program described in section 1(b)(2)(B) of the Davis-Bacon Act, the contractor shall maintain records which show that the
commitment to provide such benefits is enforceable, that the plan or program is financially responsible, and that the plan or program has been
communicated in writing to the laborers or mechanics affected, and records which show the costs anticipated or the actual cost incurred in
providing such benefits. Contractors employing apprentices or trainees under approved programs shall maintain written evidence of the
registration of apprenticeship programs and certification of trainee programs, the registration of the apprentices and trainees, and the ratios and
wage rates prescribed in the applicable programs.

b.(1) The contractor shall submit weekly for each week in which any contract work is performed a copy of al payrolls to the contracting

agency. The payrolls submitted shall set out accurately and completely all of the information required to be maintained under
29 CFR 5.5(a)(3)(i), except that full social security numbers and home addresses shall not be included on weekly transmittals. Instead the
payrolls shall only need to include an individually identifying number for each employee ( e.g. , the last four digits of the employee's
social security number). The required weekly payroll information may be submitted in any form desired. Optional Form WH-347 is
available for this purpose from the Wage and Hour Divison Web site at http://www.dol.gov/esa/whd/forms wh347ingtr.htm or its
successor site. The prime contractor is responsible for the submission of copies of payrolls by al subcontractors. Contractors and
subcontractors shall maintain the full social security number and current address of each covered worker, and shall provide them upon
request to the contracting agency for transmission to the State DOT, the FHWA or the Wage and Hour Division of the Department of
Labor for purposes of an investigation or audit of compliance with prevailing wage requirements. It is not a violation of this section for
a prime contractor to require a subcontractor to provide addresses and social security numbersto the prime contractor for its own records,
without weekly submission to the contracting agency.

(2) Each payroll submitted shall be accompanied by a “ Statement of Compliance,” signed by the contractor or subcontractor or his or her
agent who pays or supervises the payment of the persons employed under the contract and shall certify the following:

(i) That the payroll for the payroll period contains the information required to be provided under 85.5 (a)(3)(ii) of Regulations,
29 CFR part 5, the appropriate information is being maintained under 85.5 (a)(3)(i) of Regulations, 29 CFR part 5, and that such
information is correct and complete;

(if) That each laborer or mechanic (including each helper, apprentice, and trainee) employed on the contract during the payroll period has
been paid the full weekly wages earned, without rebate, either directly or indirectly, and that no deductions have been made either
directly or indirectly from the full wages earned, other than permissible deductions as set forth in Regulations, 29 CFR part 3;

(iii) That each laborer or mechanic has been paid not less than the applicable wage rates and fringe benefits or cash equivalents for the
classfication of work performed, as specified in the applicable wage determination incorporated into the contract.
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(3) The weekly submission of a properly executed certification set forth on the reverse side of Optional Form WH-347 shall satisfy the
requirement for submission of the “ Statement of Compliance’ required by paragraph 3.b.(2) of this section.

(4) The faldfication of any of the above certifications may subject the contractor or subcontractor to civil or criminal prosecution under
section 1001 of title 18 and section 231 of title 31 of the United States Code.

c. The contractor or subcontractor shall make the records required under paragraph 3.a. of this section available for inspection, copying, or
transcription by authorized representatives of the contracting agency, the State DOT, the FHWA, or the Department of Labor, and shall
permit such representatives to interview employees during working hours on the job. If the contractor or subcontractor fails to submit the
required records or to make them available, the FHWA may, after written notice to the contractor, the contracting agency or the State DOT,
take such action as may be necessary to cause the suspension of any further payment, advance, or guarantee of funds. Furthermore, failure to
submit the required records upon request or to make such records available may be grounds for debarment action pursuant to 29 CFR 5.12.

4. Apprenticesand trainees
a.  Apprentices (programs of the USDOL). Apprenticeswill be permitted to work at less than the predetermined rate for the work they performed

when they are employed pursuant to and individually registered in a bona fide apprenticeship program registered with the U.S. Department of
Labor, Employment and Training Administration, Office of Apprenticeship Training, Employer and Labor Services, or with a State
Apprenticeship Agency recognized by the Office, or if a person is employed in his or her first 90 days of probationary employment as an
apprentice in such an apprenticeship program, who is not individually registered in the program, but who has been certified by the Office of
Apprenticeship Training, Employer and Labor Services or a State Apprenticeship Agency (where appropriate) to be digible for probationary
employment as an apprentice.

The allowable ratio of apprenticesto journeymen on thejob sitein any craft classification shall not be greater than the ratio permitted to the
contractor as to the entire work force under the registered program. Any worker listed on a payroll at an apprentice wage rate, who is not
registered or otherwise employed as stated above, shall be paid not less than the applicable wage rate on the wage determination for the
classfication of work actually performed. In addition, any apprentice performing work on the job site in excess of the ratio permitted under
the registered program shall be paid not less than the applicable wage rate on the wage determination for the work actually performed. Where
acontractor is performing construction on a project in a locality other than that in which its program is registered, the ratios and wage rates
(expressed in percentages of the journeyman's hourly rate) specified in the contractor's or subcontractor's registered program shall be observed.

Every apprentice must be paid at not less than the rate specified in the registered program for the apprentice'slevel of progress, expressed as
a percentage of the journeymen hourly rate specified in the applicable wage determination. Apprentices shall be paid fringe benefits in
accordance with the provisions of the apprenticeship program. If the apprenticeship program does not specify fringe benefits, apprentices must
be paid the full amount of fringe benefits listed on the wage determination for the applicable classfication. If the Administrator determines
that a different practice prevailsfor the applicable apprentice classfication, fringes shall be paid in accordance with that determination.

In the event the Office of Apprenticeship Training, Employer and Labor Services, or a State Apprenticeship Agency recognized by the
Office, withdraws approval of an apprenticeship program, the contractor will no longer be permitted to utilize apprentices at less than the
applicable predetermined rate for the work performed until an acceptable program is approved.

b. Trainees (programs of the USDOL). Except as provided in 29 CFR 5.16, traineeswill not be permitted to work at less than the predetermined
rate for the work performed unless they are employed pursuant to and individually registered in a program which has received prior approval,
evidenced by formal certification by the U.S. Department of Labor, Employment and Training Administration.

The ratio of trainees to journeymen on the job ste shall not be greater than permitted under the plan approved by the Employment and
Training Administration.

Every trainee must be paid at not less than the rate specified in the approved program for the trainee's level of progress, expressed as
apercentage of the journeyman hourly rate specified in the applicable wage determination. Trainees shall be paid fringe benefits in
accordance with the provisions of the trainee program. If the trainee program does not mention fringe benefits, trainees shall be paid the full
amount of fringe benefits listed on the wage determination unless the Administrator of the Wage and Hour Division determinesthat thereisan
apprenticeship program associated with the corresponding journeyman wage rate on the wage determination which provides for less than full
fringe benefits for apprentices. Any employee listed on the payroll at a trainee rate who is not registered and participating in a training plan
approved by the Employment and Training Administration shall be paid not Iess than the applicable wage rate on the wage determination for
the classification of work actually performed. In addition, any trainee performing work on the job site in excess of the ratio permitted under
the registered program shall be paid not |ess than the applicable wage rate on the wage determination for the work actually performed.

In the event the Employment and Training Administration withdraws approval of a training program, the contractor will no longer be
permitted to utilize trainees at | ess than the applicable predetermined rate for the work performed until an acceptable program is approved.

c. Equal employment opportunity. The utilization of apprentices, trainees and journeymen under this part shall be in conformity with the equal
employment opportunity requirements of Executive Order 11246, as amended, and 29 CFR part 30.

d. Apprentices and Trainees (programs of the U.S. DOT). Apprentices and trainees working under apprenticeship and skill training programs
which have been certified by the Secretary of Trangportation as promoting EEO in connection with Federal-aid highway construction
programs are not subject to the requirements of paragraph 4 of this Section 1V. The straight time hourly wage rates for apprentices and
trainees under such programs will be established by the particular programs. The ratio of apprentices and trainees to journeymen shall not be
greater than permitted by the terms of the particular program.

5. Compliance with Copeland Act requirements. The contractor shall comply with the requirements of 29 CFR part 3, which are incorporated by
reference in this contract.

6. Subcontracts. The contractor or subcontractor shall insert Form FHWA-1273 in any subcontracts and also require the subcontractors to include
Form FHWA-1273 in any lower tier subcontracts. The prime contractor shall be responsible for the compliance by any subcontractor or lower tier
subcontractor with all the contract clausesin 29 CFR 5.5.

7. Contract termination: debarment. A breach of the contract clauses in 29 CFR 5.5 may be grounds for termination of the contract, and for
debarment as a contractor and a subcontractor as provided in 29 CFR 5.12.

8. Compliance with Davis-Bacon and Related Act requirements. All rulings and interpretations of the Davis-Bacon and Related Acts contained
in 29 CFR parts 1, 3, and 5 are herein incorporated by reference in this contract.

9. Disputes concerning labor standards. Disputes arising out of the labor standards provisions of this contract shall not be subject to the general
disputes clause of this contract. Such disputes shall be resolved in accordance with the procedures of the Department of Labor set forth in
29 CFR parts 5, 6, and 7. Disputes within the meaning of this clause include disputes between the contractor (or any of its subcontractors) and the
contracting agency, the U.S. Department of Labor, or the employees or their representatives.

10. Certification of eligibility.

a. By entering into this contract, the contractor certifies that neither it (nor he or she) nor any person or firm who has an interest in the
contractor's firm is a person or firm ineligible to be awarded Government contracts by virtue of section 3(a) of the Davis-Bacon Act or
29 CFR 5.12(a)(1).
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b. No part of this contract shall be subcontracted to any person or firm ineligible for award of a Government contract by virtue of section 3(a) of
the Davis-Bacon Act or 29 CFR 5.12(a)(1).
c. The penalty for making false statementsis prescribed in the U.S. Criminal Code, 18 U.S.C. 1001.

V. CONTRACT WORK HOURSAND SAFETY STANDARDSACT

The following clauses apply to any Federal-aid construction contract in an amount in excess of $100,000 and subject to the overtime provisions of
the Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act. These clauses shall be inserted in addition to the clauses required by 29 CFR 5.5(a) or
29 CFR 4.6. Asused in this paragraph, the terms|aborers and mechanicsinclude watchmen and guards.

1. Overtime requirements. No contractor or subcontractor contracting for any part of the contract work which may require or involve the
employment of laborers or mechanics shall require or permit any such laborer or mechanic in any workweek in which he or she is employed on
such work to work in excess of forty hours in such workweek unless such laborer or mechanic receives compensation at arate not less than one
and one-half times the basic rate of pay for all hoursworked in excess of forty hoursin such workweek.

2. Violation; liability for unpaid wages; liquidated damages. In the event of any violation of the clause set forth in paragraph (1.) of this section,
the contractor and any subcontractor responsible therefor shall be liable for the unpaid wages. In addition, such contractor and subcontractor shall
be liable to the United States (in the case of work done under contract for the Digtrict of Columbia or a territory, to such Didtrict or to such
territory), for liquidated damages. Such liquidated damages shall be computed with respect to each individual laborer or mechanic, including
watchmen and guards, employed in violation of the clause set forth in paragraph (1.) of this section, in the sum of $10 for each calendar day on
which such individual was required or permitted to work in excess of the standard workweek of forty hours without payment of the overtime
wages required by the clause set forth in paragraph (1.) of this section.

3. Withholding for unpaid wages and liquidated damages. The FHWA or the contacting agency shall upon its own action or upon written request
of an authorized representative of the Department of Labor withhold or cause to be withheld, from any moneys payable on account of work
performed by the contractor or subcontractor under any such contract or any other Federal contract with the same prime contractor, or any other
federally-assisted contract subject to the Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act, which isheld by the same prime contractor, such sumsas
may be determined to be necessary to satisfy any liabilities of such contractor or subcontractor for unpaid wages and liquidated damages as
provided in the clause set forth in paragraph (2.) of this section.

4. Subcontracts. The contractor or subcontractor shall insert in any subcontracts the clauses set forth in paragraph (1.) through (4.) of this section
and also a clause requiring the subcontractors to include these clauses in any lower tier subcontracts. The prime contractor shall be responsible for
compliance by any subcontractor or lower tier subcontractor with the clauses set forth in paragraphs (1.) through (4.) of this section.

\%

. SUBLETTING OR ASSIGNING THE CONTRACT
Thisprovisonisapplicableto al Federal-aid construction contracts on the National Highway System.

1. The contractor shall perform with its own organization contract work amounting to not less than 30 percent (or a greater percentage if specified
edsewhere in the contract) of the total original contract price, excluding any specialty items designated by the contracting agency. Specialty items
may be performed by subcontract and the amount of any such specialty items performed may be deducted from the total original contract price
before computing the amount of work required to be performed by the contractor's own organization (23 CFR 635.116).

a  Theterm “perform work with its own organization” refers to workers employed or leased by the prime contractor, and equipment owned or
rented by the prime contractor, with or without operators. Such term does not include employees or equipment of a subcontractor or lower tier
subcontractor, agents of the prime contractor, or any other assignees. The term may include payments for the costs of hiring leased employees
from an employee leasing firm meeting all relevant Federal and State regulatory requirements. Leased employees may only beincluded in this
term if the prime contractor meetsall of the following conditions:

(1) the prime contractor maintains control over the supervision of the day-to-day activities of the leased employees;

(2) the prime contractor remains responsible for the quality of the work of the leased employees;

(3) the prime contractor retains all power to accept or exclude individual employees from work on the project; and

(4) the prime contractor remains ultimately responsible for the payment of predetermined minimum wages, the submission of payralls,
statements of compliance and all other Federal regulatory requirements.

b. "Specialty Items' shall be construed to be limited to work that requires highly specialized knowledge, abilities, or equipment not ordinarily
available in the type of contracting organizations qualified and expected to bid or propose on the contract as a whole and in general are to be
limited to minor components of the overall contract.

2. The contract amount upon which the requirements set forth in paragraph (1) of Section VI is computed includes the cost of material and
manufactured products which are to be purchased or produced by the contractor under the contract provisons.

3. The contractor shall furnish (a) a competent superintendent or supervisor who is employed by the firm, has full authority to direct performance of
